The increase of the population of our city is such, that, to pro- 
vide sufficient accommodation for additional scholars, a new 
school house should be erected every year. During the war the 
desire to economize, as far as possible, the fund provided for 
School purposes, and the necessity of increasing the salaries of 
Teachers, in consequence of the increased cost of living, led the 
Board to suspend the erection of new buildings for two years. 
As a consequence, the Schools are now, in many instances, over- 
crowded, and we find ourselves compelled to build, at a time 
when the cost of materials and labor is nearly trebled. 

A number of the School Houses were quite old, and, though 
eligibly located, were not large enough to accommodate the in- 
crease of scholars within their districts. In some instances colo- 
nies had been placed in hired rooms; and, in others, basements 
and cellars had been temporarily fitted up as school rooms. 
These expedients are very undesirable ; they are always adopted 
at some sacrifice of the health of the children, or of the methods 
of instruction, and they can only be justified by the most urgent 
necessity. 

To obviate the liecessity of employing them, and to provide 
for the increasing want of school accommodations, important ad- 
ditions have been made to the Second and Eighth District Schools, 
while contracts have been entered into, under which additions 
are now being made to the Sixteenth District and First Interme- 
diate Schools ; and a new building is in course of erection, upon 
what is known as the " Sinton Lot," on the north side of Liberty 
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street, near Broadway. This relief will, however be only tem- 
porary. The new Bchool house, and the additions, wnll be occu- 
pied as soon ai completed, and yet there will be a demand for 
more room. Kothing le&s than the erection of a new building, of 
the largest siae, every year, wiU, at the present rate of increase^ 
keep pace with the growth of our city; and, it is easy to BeCj 
that the day is not far distant when even this will he an inade- 
quate supply for the increasing demand. 

The new scale of Teachers' Salaries has worked well. Trans- 
fers from house to house, and from grade to grade, arc now of 
unfrequent occurrence, and the emban^assments of the old system 
seem to have been effectually ohviated. With the assistance of 
the Board of Examiners^ and the increased watch fulne as of Local 
Trustees, it is hoped that the standard of qualification may be so 
flar raised as to secure for our schools trained and educated teach- 
ers. A further advance in this direction would be made by the 
appointment of a Nominating Committee to act in connection 
with the Local Trustees; and by the active co-operation of the 
Superintendent, in connection with such Committee and Trustees, 
in watching the progress and noting the qualifications of teachers 
already in tho employ of the Board* It ia believed that a corps 
of teachers, who, as a whole, are more able^ more willing, more 
industinous, and more earn est than those in the Cincinnati Public 
Schools, cannot be found in the country; but, in bo large a body, 
some must creep in whose qualifications are below the standard 
which the Board wish to adopt, and which the great body of our 
teachers desire to maintain. 

The necessity of some special means of training teachers 
(especially the young and inexperienced) to teach, and the entire 
absence of provision for this purpose, in the State of Ohio, led, 
one year ago, to the eatablishmont of a Teachers* Normal Insti- 
tute, to bo held during the first half of the school year, on Satur- 
days, at which the teachers were required to attend and receive 
instruction, iTom competent teachers, on methods of teaching. 
After two years' experience, it may be safely ^aid that this school 
has been productive of marked advantage, and that, with such 
modifications as experience may suggest as to the time and man- 
ner of conducting it, it should become a permanent part of our 
system. 

The expenditures for School purposes reached, last year, the 
sum of $417,586 58. Although this is a greater sum than any 
2 
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fornKir Board has appropriated, yet the tiicrea&e is duo to the 
neceBeity, above noted, of providing for the accommodation of 
pupils, and the increase of the salary list, which was just, and 
therefore, equally necessary. 

It will be found, however^ upon eomparison with the expendi- 
tures of former years, that the increase has not kept pace with 
the growth of populationj the eost of livings and the cost of ma- 
terials and labor; nor are the expenditures for Common Schools 
increased in proportion to tkoae of the city for other purposes. 
On the contrary there has been a steady decrease for the last ten 
years in the per centage which the appropriations for Sohook 
bear to those for the other departments of the city government. 

Some years ago the State law authorising a tax for the purpose 
of maintain irg public libraries^ was repealed. The Public Li- 
brary, of this city, was thenceforward dependent for its support 
upon voluntary contributions, to which were added such driblets 
as wore received from fines. The School Board paid the expenses 
of the Library in order to preserve the books and keep up their 
useful circulation, but no fund was provided for the purchase of 
new books, and the stock on hand was being rapidly diminished. 
From time to time private citizens have donated various sums for 
this 'purpose, and a year ago, upon application to the citixens, 
some $5j000 was subscribed. This fund was further augmented 

by a very liberal bequest of ^5,000^ from Mrs. XrEWis, which 

was properly invested, so that the increase might serve as a 
nucleus for a permanent library fund. 

The great and growing number of .readers, the demand for 
new books, and the conviction that a well selected and well kept 
public library is one of the very best agencies in the cause of 
popular education, led the Board to petition the Legislature to 
revive the library tax^ in cities of the first-class, limiting and fix- . 
ing the rate of taxation at ono'tenth of a milL This application 
met with great favor. Other cities hastened to ask that the priv* 
ilege might be extended to them, and the law was passed with 
gi*atifying unanimity. 

The possession of a fund which made a good public library 
possible, induced the Board to ask from the Legislature the estab- 
lishment of a Board of Managers, to act under the control of the 
School Board, who should remain in office longer than the former 
library committee, and thus be enabled to adopt and carry out a 
definite policy in the management ot the institution. This power 
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was given, and under the care of this new Board, and the gener- 
ous fund which will soon be placed at their disposal, it is hoped 
that Cincinnati may soon possess a public library unequaled in 
the West, and worthy of her growth, enterprise, and destiny. 

The care of the High Schools is entrusted to a separate Board, 
and their condition and prospects do not fall within the scope of 
this report, except in so far as the School Board, represented in 
the Union Board by six delegates, must of necessity be deeply 
interested in all that concerns their welfare. We need only, in 
this place, express the hope, which the experience of every year 
serves to strengthen, that the day is not far distant when these 
schools shall be united, and under the care of male professors, 
shall take their true places as free colleges for the thorough edu- 
cation of the sons and daughters of the people.

The accompanying tables givOj in a concise form, the most im- 
portant items con nested with the inner workings of the Tarious 
schools, to which your attention is respectfully directed* 

Tha past year has been one of interrupted labor, nothing 
having occurred to interfere with the proper discharge of duty* 
either on the part of teachers or pupils. The teachers, as a 
class, have labored zealously and successfully* Modes of instruc- 
tion have been im2>roved; particularly is this true of primar}^ 
instruction. 

The Kormal Institute, held for twelve successive SaturdayaJ 
immediately succeeding the opening of the Schools, was produc-' 
tive of much good. Many hints received there were put into 
practical operation in the school room. A lively interest was 
aroused hi methods of instruction in generalj w^hich exerted its 
influence throughout the entire year* In short, enough was ac- 
complished, to prove conclusively, that a training school for 
teachers ought to form a part of the Common School system of 
this city. 

We need a training school specially adapted to those who ai'e 
just entering the profess i on j and the folio wing plan is suggested 
as both feasible and economieaL It is not simply necessary to 
present approved methods of instruction, but an opportunity 
should be afforded to test the teacher's knowledge and under- 
standing of the methods imparted, by making an application , 
with the class before him : 

Select some specially trained gentleman as Principal of a Dis- 
trict School, who shall also be Principal of the training depart- 
ment* Let one or two female teachers, of extended experience 
in training schools, be appointed, whose duty it shall be, under 
the direction of the Principal of the school, to impart their views 
as to the most approved methods of instruction in the various 
subjects taught in the schools. Give the pupil-teachers an oppor- 
tunity of teaching, under the direction of the training teacher, 
60 that any faults, either in understanding or application, may be 
corrected* Let this training continue until the pupils are pro- 
nounced capable, not only of imparting instruction successfiilly^ 
but also able to govern a schooK Then let all vacancies be filled 
from this school, at a salary of $50 in advance of what is now 
paid inexperien g d teachers, Let all Bubstitotes be taken &om 
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the pupils of the training school, to serve without compensation. 
Enough would, in this way, be saved to pay the increased expend- 
iture, and without any injustice to the teachers thus employed. 
I have not ventured to state what time should be spent by the 
pupil-teachers in this training school, but should think an entire 
year short enough time to accomplish the work. At the expira- 
tion of that time, let the teachers of the training school issue a 
certificate to each pupil, if thought worthy to receive it, stating 
that the bearer is competent to teach and govern a school. 

Our schools, as now managed, are training schools, in one sense. 
The Principal is relieved from class instruction, and is expected 
to devote his whole time to supervision, and in giving such assist- 
ance to his assistant teachers as their wants may require. 

Some of our Principals impress themselves more thoroughly 
upon every department of their schools than others, but all, as 
far as I know, exert themselves to the best of their ability, hon- 
estly and faithfully, to secure for their respective schools, first- 
class instruction, and earnestly desire to employ only teachers of 
acknowledged ability and zeal. Give to all the teachers the 
credit which justly belongs to them, and thus encourage them 
to renewed energy in the dischatge of their duty. 

During the past year I have visited the schools a sufficient num- 
ber of times to justify the statement, that taking the whole corps 
together, no more faithful, zealous, successful teachers can be found. 
There are exceptions, but that is not matter of surprise. There 
will always be some who teach simply for the wages they receive ; 
it is so elsewhere, and we have no right to suppose that this city 
is an exception. Establish this training school, and in connection 
with the supervision already existing, if competent teachers are 
not to bo found in every District, and in every room in every 
District, I know not how they could be obtained. 

During the past year two of our Teachers have been called 
from their earthly labors : Miss Amanda M. Woods, of the Eighth 
District, and Miss Caroline Marpe, of the Fourteenth District. 

Miss Woods had long been connected with the schools, a faith- 
ful and earnest teacher, whose influence was always for the right 
and true. She died suddenly of cholera. 

Miss Marpe had been in the employ of the Board only two or 
three years, but was an excellent teacher, devoted to her calling, 
and highly esteemed by all who knew her. She died, after a brief 
illness, of consumption. May their memories ever be held sacred 
by all who were associated with them. 
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Thirty-seven deaths have been reported in all the schools 
four of this number the result of accident. The majority of the 
deaths were from cholera. 



GERMAN-ENGLISH SCHOOLS. 

As usual, I accompanied Mr. Borger in the Annual Examina- 
tion of Eeading and Translating (lerman into English and Eng- 
lish into German, Mr. Borger judging of the accuracy of the 
German, and I determining whether the translation was in ac- 
cordance with the correct use of the English language. 

The examination of the lower grades was very creditable in- 
deed, showing quite a familiarity with both languages. In the 
upper grades, the examination was not so satisfactory, which may 
be accounted for, in part, without any disparagement to the 
teachers of those grades; for in Grades A and B only one recita- 
tion per day is required, while in the lower grades one-half of 
each day is spent with the German Teachers. "Whether this is 
sufficient alone to account for the evident inferiority of the result, 
is left for others, more competent, to decide. 



intermediate schools. 

Both Intermediate Schools were successfully conducted during 
the past year. The teachers performed their part of the work 
nobly, and the large transfer to the High Schools, at the recent 
examination, is proof of the correctness of the assertion. A 
modification of the course of study for these schools has been 
suggested, which, while it will increase the value of the instruc- 
tion imparted in the English branches, will permit the introduc- 
tion of German, without burdening the pupils. 



MUSIC. 

The instruction in music is very satisfactory. Not only are the 
pupils taught to sing delightful songs, in two or three parts, but 
they are able to read music at sight, and to keep time accurately, 
so that if any pupil, after leaving school, desires to prosecute the 
study, he has a good foundation for an indefinite development of 
his musical talent. 
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DRAWING. 

In this dopartmont astoniahing results have been obtained. 
Specimens have been collected which show that a very great 
amount of talent, in this direction, exists among our pupils. Not 
only representations of inanimate objects, but of men and women, 
ideal of course, but nevertheless showing decided talent, which, 
but for this opportunity afforded them, would in all probability 
have remained entirely unknown to the possessor. Some of our 
pupils have procured employment solely on the ground of their 
proficiency in drawing. If the progress in this department con- 
tinues as it has for the past year or two, we may justly feel proud 
of this part of common school instruction. This subject is very 
difficult to teach, the classes being necessarily very large, and very 
little opportunity afforded to impart individual instruction., But 
with increased experience, our teachers will be able to make still 
further advancement, and to overcome obstacles which at first 
seemed almost insurmountable. 

Just here, permit mo to urge upon all teachers' the necessity and 
duty they owe to their respective schools, to be as much interested 
and take as much pains to assist the special teachers appointed 
by the Board, as they do in the work which they were specially 
elected to perform. Each teacher should feel as anxious to have 
her pupils acquit themselves creditably in music, drawing, &c., as 
in spelling or arithmetic. Some teachers engage in needle work 
or correcting slate exercises the moment the special teacher 
enters the room. This is all wrong. See to it that your pupils 
pay strict attention to all the directions of the special teacher, 
thus familiarizing yourself with the subject-matter of the in- 
struction, and be enabled to carry on the lesson, with some degree 
of profit, in the absence of the special teacher. In other words, 
do all you can to secure the best results in every thing pertaining 
to your school. Do not feel satisfied with filling the letter of 
your appointment, but show to the pupils, and to the Board, that 
you are zealously interested in your work, and that when you 
have done your very best, there will remain much still to do. 

PENMANSHIP. 

In this department the results are very gratifying. Our schools 
will compare favorably with the best schools in the country. In- 
deed, those who have visited the schools of our principal cities, 
3 
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give our schools the preference in writing. Certain it is, the pen 

is used in lower grades more than in any other city. Pupils in 

Grade D, or Second Header, can write very plainly and neatly, 

while pupils in Grades E and F can write on their slates, not 

merely following copies, but write, by dictation, their spelling 

and reading lessons. 

READING. 

This branch of study still receives a proper share of attention, 
and with corresponding results. I examined every pupil in each 
grade, and am satisfied that there is constant improvement. In 
Grades D and E, particularly, the reading was excellent. Not 
only were the words correctly and readily pronounced, and the 
pauses properly attended to, but an artistic finish in modulation 
and emphasis, and the meaning of the paragraph read carefully 
brought out. It will require constant watchfulness to keep this 
department up to a proper standard. Other branches of study 
are per-cented and thus kept up to the desired standard, and 
this must be treated in the same manner. 

Instruction in all the various branches pursued in our schools 
is of a high order, and while we do not claim perfection, or that 
we have nothing more to learn, we do claim that every depart- 
ment is in good working order, and that all are willing to receive 
suggestions as to better methods. 

In conclusion, permit mo to say, that for the past six years I 
have labored to the best of my ability to place our schools on a 
proper basis, and as far as practicable, to meet the wants of com- 
munity. During the whole of this time, the best of feeling has 
always existed between the teachers and myself, and I have en- 
deavored, on all occasions, to impress upon the pupils the necessity 
of being truthful and honest, and faithful in the performance of 
their school duties. 

These schools are now in good condition and the teachers arc 
anxious to advance in the good work, remembering that this is 
an age of progress, and that to stand still is to retrograde. 

Many times it has been necessary to speak to teachers of im- 
perfections in the matter of government, or of modes of instruc- 
tion, but it has always been done in a quiet and friendly way and 
suggestions of changes have been kindly received. This was a 
matter between the teacher and myself, and not necessary to be 
known by any one else. I have labored in good faith for the 
best interests of the schools, keeping in view all the parties, pa- 
rents, pupils, teachers, and Board of Trustees. 
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With the hope that the Board, and all in authority, may so 
discharge their respective duties that these schools may continue 
to be the pride and ornament of our city, I close this report.

EEPOET OF THE LIBEAET COMMITTEE. 



To the Trustees and ^Visitors of the Common Schools: 

Gentlemen: — Your Committee on the "Public Library," 
herewith respectfully present their Annual Eeport and the Annual 
Eeport of the Librarian. 

The majority of your last Committee having been continued 
through the present year, there is a unity in the history of their 
transactions for the last two years. The plans devised and the 
movements inaugurated, last year, have been carried forward with 
little delay, and with such modifications only as were warranted 
by an increased knowledge of the wants of the Library. During 
these two years important changes and substantial improvements 
have been made, most of which are mentioned in the comprehen- 
sive Eeport of the Librarian. 

Your Committee have frequently presented the claims of the 
Library to your Honorable Body. We have regarded it as an 
important educational agency for the public, an integral part of 
the school system of our city, the efficiency of which it is your 
aim to increase. This view has guided us in submitting recom- 
mendations to you, in requesting appropriations for the benefit of 
the Library, in expending the funds placed at our disposal, and 
in all works as a Committee. It is gratifying to record that all 
the plans for the increase and perpetuation of the Library, and 
for the promotion of its usefulness, matured and presented for 
your consideration, have uniformly received your approval and 
support. 

The first measure adopted for the increase of the Library, that 
of ai)pealing to the public for donations in its behalf, was prose- 
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cuted chiefly by the Librarian, until about 85,000 were subscribed. 
The responses to the appeal were generous; yet, to make the 
Library depend upon donations seemed to render its future mi- 
certain, and at the same time to lay a burden upon a small num- 
ber of our citizens, and those the most liberal. It was deemed 
right and equitable to have a free Library for the people, in- 
creased and perpetuated by a public tax. A measure to secure 
this was adopted and presented by you to the General Assembly 
of the State, resulting in legislation that creates a fund ample to 
furnish our city, in time, with one of the most complete collection 
of books in the land. 

The usefulness of the Library has been promoted by the repaii's 
and improvements made in the Library Kooms ; by provisions 
adopted for its more careful and systematic administration, and 
by the increase of its intrinsic value. All the appointments of 
the Library should be neat, cheerful, and attractive; and where 
repairs or improvements have been necessary, they have been 
made to add, as far as practicable, to the appearance of the rooms. 

The introduction of permanent records, the revision and pro- 
mulgation of the rules and regulations, the preparation of an 
Accession Catalogue, and the proper classification of the books, 
will promote good order and insure thorough system. The re- 
binding of books, the character of which justified the expendi- 
ture, and the purchase of books, selected with care from among 
both foriegn and American publications, have added materially 
to the intrinsic value of the Library. 

More than one-third of the fund received by donation, the 
whole of which was designed by the donors for the purchase of 
books, has been expended. It seems desirable to make this fund 
last until the public fund is available, adding new books from 
time to time, rather than to place the whole number it would pro- 
cure, in the Library, at once. By this method greater care can 
be taken in the selections, and the means be at hand for obtaining 
valuable new works with which the press of our day is teeming. 
Among the purchases made are a number of books designed as 
the foundation of a "Youths' Collection," into which there may 
be gathered works especially interesting to the younger readers, 
such as are not usually found in the libraries of Sunday Schools. 
Too much pains can not be taken to interest the youth of our city 
in the Library, and thereby to encourage among them a taste for 
reading. 
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Your Committee believe that there should be a collection of the 
best publications of Germany, for the benefit of those familiar 
with the German language. There is a class of our people to 
whom such a department would be of special interest, who are 
not now attracted to the Library. Besides extending its benefits 
to this class, and thereby increasing its influence for good, there 
would be giv">n to the youth studying German in our schools, 
access to many of the best productions of the German press 
which are not re-published in the English language. Steps hav6 
been taken to secure information in regard to the purchase of 
this class of books. 

There are nearly thirteen thousand volumes in the Public and 
School Library proper. The residue of the donation fund will 
purchase more than one thousand volumes. Henceforth there 
will come to you from the Library tax, a fund by which several 
thousand volumes may be added annually. Such large and con- 
stant additions will not make this Library larger than what is 
imperatively demanded by the highest interests of our city. But 
with such a growth it will be necessary, in a few years, at farthest, 
to provide a place for its accommodation. Your Committee men- 
tion this matter now, as the necessity for a movement in this 
direction, at a proper time, has forced itself upon their minds. 

The rooms now occupied are not only too small for the accom- 
modation of the books, but being constructed for other purposes, 
they can not be wholly adapted to the uses of a Library. A hall, 
well lighted, well ventilated, cheerful and commodious, is needed 
for the books; and separate from this, though contiguous, there 
should be a reading room, equally well appointed and attractive, 
or two even — for our city would do herself an honor and a benefit 
to provide in this respect as she does in others, for the improve- 
ment of her daughters as well as her sons. Cincinnati will need, 
nay she now needs, a Library Building, eligibly located, which 
like her best school buildings, shall be an ornament in her midst, 
containing a hall where her accumulating wealth of books may 
be preserved, and reading rooms to which the people shall delight 

to resort.

Common Schools of Cincinnati: 

Gentlemen : — By direction of your Committee on the Public 
Library, I respectfully submit the following Keport : 

The past year has been one of so much interest in the histroy 
of the Library, that it is deemed important to present a some- 
what full statement of the transactions. 

KECORDS AND ACCOUNTS. 

Your Committee, of which Eev. Dr. Walden was retained 
chairman, completed its organization by choosing Mr. Eobert 
Brown, Jr., as treasurer, and the Librarian as secretary. Keg- 
ular meetings were instituted and a permanent rpcord of all pro- 
ceedings ordered. A Cash -Book, Journal, Ledger, Letter-Book, 
and Invoice-Book were procured, and the Librarian instructed to 
keep, under the direction of the treasurer, an accurate account 
of all receipts and expenditures, and to preserve, for convenient 
reference, all papers relating to the Library — a course that will 
secure a connected history of the Library, and furnish valuable 
information on many subjects for the use of Committees in future, 
besides preventing many errors and losses. This has not been 
the custom in the past; even in taking deposits a sufficient record 
was not made of them, and fines were collected without a regular 
account being kept of their receipt and disbursement. Few of 
the papers and receipts exist, and the means of verifying old lia- 
bilities, recently rendered against the Library, cannot be found. 
The order now instituted will prevent a recurrence of such omis- 
sions and defects, and warrant entire reliance in regard to the 
records and accounts of the Library. 

DONATIONS. 

The movements that were inaugurated last year, in refer- 
ence to donations, and mentioned in the last Annual Eeport, 
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have been carried forward and completed, as far as time has per- 
mitted. 

It was stated that a circular had been issued soliciting aid in 
behalf of the Library. To this appeal there was a generous 
response by many liberal and public spirited citizens. It will be 
seen by the accompanying exhibit of the treasurer, that the 
donations amounted to $4,760 15. This sum has been strictly set 
apart for the purchase of books. All the donations are praise- 
worthy, and a permanent record is made of each donor's name, 
and the amount given. It is proper in this place to mention the 
following munificent contributions: Messrs. Sargent, Wilson & 
Hinkle, $1,000; Messrs. Lane & Bodley, $500; Mr. Larz Anderson, 
$500; Messrs. Robert Clarke & Co. remitted a debt of $483 80, 
and donated $100, making $583 80. It is just to acknowledge 
here that two years prior to the above, Messrs. Sargent, Wilson & 
Hinkle gave the Library $500. Mrs. Sarah Lewis, now deceased, 
bequeathed to the Library this year $5,000, the annual proceeds 
of which are to be used for its benefit. Mr. Edward Shield, a 
well known patron of this Library, is preparing a second valuable 
collection, for which an elegant case has been provided. It will 
consist mainly of encyclopedias and other works of reference. It 
is a condition of this benefaction, that under no circumstances 
shall the volumes be taken from the Library. In addition to the 
foregoing, 80 volumes have been received from private donation, 
including some works of a very early date, from the Library of 
Robert Anderson, deceased; and 68 volumes of Congressional 
Documents, from Hon. R. B. Hayes, M. C. The entire donations 
to the Library during the year, amount in value to about $10,000. 
A larger sum might have been realized, but that other measures 
were adopted to secure the increase of the Library. 



LIBRARY TAX. 

The Committee, feeling the necessity of a permanent provision 
for the perpetuation of the Library, prepared and presented a 
petition, which was approved by your Board and subsequently 
by the City Council, asking from the Legislature power to assess, 
additional to the usual educational fund, one-tenth of a mill for 
the maintenance of a Public Library. This power was granted 
and there is thus secured a yearly income of at least $13,500. 
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PERMANENT COMMITTEE. 

In pursuance of a petition from your Board, the Legislature 
made special provision for the organization of your Committee 
on the Library, so that continuity may be secured. The general 
prosperity of the Library, and the peculiar nature of many of 
the plans undertaken for its benefit, require a continuity of pur- 
pose and an intimate acquaintance with its condition. These 
may be secured under your proposed plan which has become a 
general law. 

RULES AND REGULATIONS. 

The Eules of the Library were found defective in some respects 
and insufficient in others. It was necessary, therefore, for the 
Committee to make a complete revision of them, in which form 
they have been adopted by your Board. For years no copies of 
the Eules were printed, and as a result, the readers were unac- 
quainted with them. The Ecvised Eules have been published, 
and by order of the Committee, a copy is presented to every per- 
son who uses the Library or Eeading Eoom. Ignorance of the 
Hules is no longer pleaded as an excuse for their violation. 



PURCHASE OE BOOKS. 

Of the money received, some $1,683 49 has been expended in 
the purchase of new and current literature, of which the Library 
stood greatly in need. A fair proportion of the works purchased 
are foreign books of superior merit, which were ordered and im- 
ported by the Committee, the duty on them being thereby saved. 
Finding the ordinary cloth binding insufficient for the severe 
wear to which it was subjected, a number of works were pur- 
chased in sheets from the publishers, and bound in uniform stlye. 
This method, white it proves to be economical, adds much to the 
appearance of the Library. It was thought that foreign works 
might be procured in the same way, advantageously, but upon 
inquiry it was ascertained that the practice of buying in sheets 
by persons who wish to have their books in uniform binding, is 
far more general in Europe than in America, and that the charge 
for collecting and collating sheets is, therefore, much greater there 
than here. 
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BINDING. 

It was decided at the commencement of the year, that the 
books of the Library should be bound in half morocco with 
parchment corners — the style being considered most durable. It 
has required considerable correspondence and labor to ascertain 
where our binding could be done most neatly and substantially, 
and on the most favorable terms. Small lots were given to sev- 
eral establishments, whose prices seemed fair. The parties finally 
employed, Messrs. Samuel Moore & Sons, of Philadelphia, have 
thus far given entire satisfaction. The Committee has made in- 
quiries and obtained some desirable information relative to the 
cost of particular styles of binding in England. 842 volumes 
have been rebound during the year. 

EXTENSION. 

The accession of books has rendered it necessary to provide 
additional accommodations for them. The Committee, with the 
sanction of the Board, has extended shelving over the alcoves of 
the Theological and Eeligious Library Association, thereby form- 
ing a gallery capable of receiving some two thousand volumes. 
The Library of the Ohio Historical and Philosophical Society 
has been transferred to this gallery. The space thus gained will, 
however, only be a temporary relief. The alcoves are pearly all 
filled to repletion, and yet many valuable works should be added 
to every department to render them complete. Extension in 
every department must be limited unless more commodious quar- 
ters are obtained. The rooms now occupied are not well adapted 
to a Library, the flues being narrow, the atmosphere of the room 
is unhealthy, and the smoke and sopt during the winter are dam- 
aging to the books. It does not seem practicable to adopt a mode 
of heating that is best adapted to Librjaries — it now being neces- 
sary to use coal stoves in the rooms. In the present condition it 
is impossible, even by constant labor, to prevent the books from 
being soiled and permanently injured by the smoke, soot and 
dust. 

CATALOGITING. 

In my last report, attention was directed to the imperfect 
method of numbering the books. When a book was lost, it was 
found impossible to tell its, name or assign to it a proper value. 
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This dofoct was, in part, reraDvedj by a Bbelf Catalogue, thongh 
this was imperfect and temporarj^j ftirmshing, a» it did, only tlie 
title of the books. By direction oi' the Comoiittee an Accession 
Catalogue m boing prepared ^ in which the complete titlo page of 
every work in the Library is to be entered. There are so many 
editujua of the same book, each with peculiar marks of identity, 
that this fall description h es&4?ntial, especially if tbe work i^ rare 
or valualde. One number being assigned to eucb bookj if a vol- 
ume be loetj we can tuim from the loan-book to its complete de- 
scription, and as,'^ign its value or require its replacement. When 
completed^ thL^ Aceetision Catalogue wiU be invaluable to the Li- 
brary* It is being made in atrict accordance with the rules pub- 
lished by the Smithsonian Institute. There are many anonymous 
works, to ascertain the authorship of which requires ao macli 
research, i^Bendonyms neceisary to be corrected are eo frequent, 
and the rules to be observed are so numerouSj that the progress 
of the work is uecessarily slow. Where the title i>age does not 
sufficiently indicate the contents, extra work devolves on the 
eatalogiier. Some D,000 volumes have been entered, and the work 
is progressing a§ fast as its complicated character allows. When 
finished, this Catalogue may be used in making abstracts for a 
printed catalogue, which is greatly needed in the Library* It m 
now several yeat^s since the last printed catalogue was made; only 
a few of these remain, and waiving their inaccuracies, their torn 
and soiled condition precludes much longer use. 



CLASSIFYING THE LIBRABY. 

If the Library was claesified in its beginning, the plan did not 
conveniently admit of proper extension. Two numbers were 
given to each book — one designating the number of the shelf, the 
other the number of the book on the shelf The changes required 
in the alcoves of a growing Library, could not be made under this 
plan, without much labor. Where changes have been made the 
catalogue has become confused, and where not made, the classifi- 
oation has remained imperfect. The Committecj thereforej de- 
cided to eiassify the Library anew, and adopted for the basis of 
this work the classification of Mr. Edward Edwards — derived, in 
some measure, fro^t Prof. Whewell^s Philosophy of the Induc- 
tive Sciences* The value of sq collecting all the resources of the 
Library on each subject, that' r they may be seen at a glancCj is 
apparent to alL The Committee j^roxiose to attach printed card^ 
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to each alcove, that the location of eacTi class of books may be 
readily ascertained. This work of classification has been in part 
accomplished, and is being as steadily prosecuted .as the other 
duties of the Librarian will admit. 

BOOKS OF THE OHIO MECHANICS' INSTITUTE. 

During the year, nearly all of the books of the Ohio Mechanics' 
Institute have been assorted and collected together and properly 
marked as belonging to the Institute. This is one of the most 
complicated matters that has engaged the attention of the Libra- 
rian. The original catalogue in which the books of the Institute 
were entered, was made by some sixteen pupils of the City High 
Schools. The entire work was performed in one day, and without 
reference to the rules of cataloguing. Apart from the difficulty 
of finding the title of a work in this catalogue, the entries were 
erroneous and incomplete. It has been frequently necessary to 
seek a title under every word in it, sometimes eight or ten in 
number — hence the progress of checking between 5,000 and 6,000 
volumes was very slow. This catalogue was succeeded in 1860 by 
another, made with more care and system. Many books, how- 
ever, indicated in the first catalogue as belonging to the Institute, 
are not so marked in the second ; and again many works credited 
to the Institute in the second are not marked in the first. Some 
works which appear in neither catalogue as the property of the 
Institute, have their mark or stamp in several places, and others 
that should have this mark or label, contain that of the Public 
Library. Under whichever catalogue the Institute may claim 
an account of their books, the present assortment will be found 
quite correct. The entire number deposited with us was 6,548. 

GENERAL CONDITION OP THE LIBRARY. 

Since the rebinding and purchase of books, and the improve- 
ments mentioned in the first part of this report, the Library pre- 
sents a more inviting appearance and gives more general satis- 
faction. During the year the circulation has steadily increased. 
We note, with pleasure, that a greater number of substantial works 
are taken than formerly. Much of the circulation is, as might 
be expected, of light reading. This is the case in all Public Li- 
braries. In the Liverpool Free Library, one of the largest in the 
world, the entire circulation last year was 401,374 volumes, of 
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which 295,101 volumes were novels — being 71 per cent, of all the 
loans. The circulation of this class of books in your Library 
does not exceed 50 per cent., and is confined to adult persons. . 

The Library possesses many of the works in every department 
commonly in demand, but its stock of rare books is extremely 
limited, and many works are still required to complete all of its 
classifications. 

The wear on books is very great, notwithstanding a close in- 
spection on their issue and return. It must, therefore, be ex- 
pected that the rebinding will annually be a considerable item of 
expense. There are now many works of art and valuable books 
of reference which need to be rebound. Provision has lately 
been made by the Board, and plans devised by the Committee, 
for the better protection of this class of books, which, in an ex- 
posed position, are being destroyed by dirt. On account of un- 
suitable shelving, these works stand on end, and the dust thus 
enters the leaves, while the weight destroys the binding. 

The loan books of the Library have been kept with great care, 
and the loss to the Library, this year, will be very small — not ex- 
ceeding half a dozen volumes. 

The exact number of volumes in the Library is 19,983. Of 
these, about 5,500 belong to the Ohio Mechanics' Institute; 2,000 
to the Historical and Philosophical Society of Ohio; and 12,483 
to the Public Library. This division of the Library is not quite 
exact, as the separation of the books has not been completed. 
842 volumes have been rebound during the year, and 1,102 vol- 
umes, mostly new works, have been purchased. 

The fines collected from April 22d, 1866 — the date of my ap- 
pointment as Librarian — ^to the date of this Eeport, are $625 63. 

The number of Periodicals and Newspapers supplied to the 
Beading Koom by the Ohio Mechanics' Institute, this year, has 
been increased, and there is a daily attendance of a large class of 
persons who are especially interested in this department.

To the Union Board of High Schools: 

Gentjlemen: — Permit me to lay before you the following Eeport 
of the condition of Woodward High School, for the year ending 
June 28th, 1867: 

The percentage of withdrawals from the Woodward School, 
during the past year, is lower than that of any previous year. 
This is due, in part, to the small demand for young persons, conse- 
quent upon the general depression of business; and, also, in part, 
we trust, to a growing appreciation of the value of a liberal edu- 
cation. 

We have now two classes, numbering in all eighteen boys, pur- 
suing the study of Greek, and will probably form a third class 
at the beginning of next year. Our classical department has felt 
the want of a stimulus equal to the mathematical prizes. Our 
more talented boys, desiring to take the Greek course, attempt, at 
the same time, to pursue the mathematical, but, at the end of a 
year or more, finding themselves overburdened, uniformly prefer 
to drop Greek, rather than relinquish their hopes of obtaining 
the mathematical honors. 

Our Library and Apparatus Fund received an increase of twelve 
hundred and sixty-one dollars, the proceeds of an exhibition held 
during the past winter in Mozart Hall. With this sum, we have 
purchased for the department of Philosophy, a gasometer, with 
compound blow pipe, for showing the Drummond Light; a large 
air pump, with other smaller pieces of apparatus ; and for the 
Chemical department, a very fine balance for quantitative analysis ; 
also a collection of chemicals, embracing a complete list of the 
rare metals. We have added to our Cabinet, by contribution and 
by purchase, a considerable number of minerals and shells, illus- 
trating the subjects of Geology and Conchology. We have also 
added largely to our Library, principally works of reference, such 
as the New American Cyclopedia, (twenty large volumes;) una- 
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bridged dictionaries of the Greek, Latin, French, and German 
languages, some of the most valuable works on science, and a 
number of standard works of English literature. 

In pursuance of our plan to make our instruction as practical, 
and at the same time, as interesting as possible to the pupils, we 
have allowed the class in chemistry at least two hours' exercise, 
every week, in the laboratory, under the direction of the teacher, 
in chemical manipulation, especially in the qualitative analysis of 
minerals, with blow pipe, &c., and considering the time employed, 
we think they have made commendable progress. We have also 
required the members of the class in Geology to bring a number 
of specimens every week, illustrating the natural history of this 
vicinity, either of land or fresh water shells, or of fossils from 
our hills, and to arrange and classify the same. Thus we have 
endeavored to combine study with healthful exercise, and to form 
habits of closer observation, and a taste for natural science, which 
we hope will not end with their school life. 

The prizes for superior excellence in the several departments of 
study were distributed as follows : 

The ITelson Scholarship, for English composition, to Ernest T. 
Fries; for Latin, to Geo. H. Bohrer. 

The Bartlett Scholarship, for Science, to Geo. H. Bohrer. 

The Kay Medals, for Mathematics, Gold, to Geo. H. Bohrer j 
Silver, to Edward Mead, Jr.

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HUGHES HIGH SCHOOL. 



To the Union Board of Oincinnati High Schools: 

Gentlemen: — Permit me to lay before you a brief Eeport of 
the condition of Hughes High School, for the year ending June 
28th, 1867. 

At the close of school in June, 1866, Miss Ellen Freeman and 
Mrs. H. B. Coons, two most faithful and efficient teachers, left us. 
The places thus made vacant were not filled until a few weeks 
after the present school year began ; thus causing a slight derange- 
ment. This, however, was but temporary, and, aside from this, 
nothing has occurred to distinguish the present from previous 
years. It has been one of honest effort, on the part of both 
teachers and pupils, to faithfully perform their duties. 

Miss Isabella C. Porter occupies the place left vacant by the 
resignation of Mrs. Coons. Mrs. Harriet E. !N"ason, Miss Car- 
oline C. Smith, and Miss Mary Clarke have been employed; 
the former the entire year, the latter two all except the first few 
weeks. The increase of one in the corps of teachers was rendered 
necessary by the large number of pupils in attendance. The 
number enrolled has been greater than that of any former year, 
while the number withdrawn has been small. 

The change made in the course of study has been strictly com- 
plied with, although doubts are still entertained as to its wisdom. 
!N"ot that the course of study was, by any means, perfect, but be- 
cause, in my opinion, enough was already required of our pupils, 
and each additional study could only further divide the time al- 
ready given to school duties. Such further division, which must 
arise from any change that introduces new branches of study, I 
do not believe to be judicious. It should not bo forgotten that the 
primary object of an education, is to prepare the mind for the ac- 
quisition of knowledge, and not such acquisition itself. Every one 
who has received a liberal education, will bear testimony to this 
fact. All such know how little practical knowledge is acquired 
during school and college life. That system of education, there- 
fore, which best fits the mind for acquiring useful knowledge, best 
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prepares the soil for the reception of the seed, is always to be 
preferred. 

Now, requiring a pupil to attempt more than can be thoroughly 
mastered, cannot give this preparation. Habits of thoroughness 
and accuracy, two things of first importance in every system of 
education, cannot be formed or encouraged by so overtaxing the 
pupil's time, as to prevent the entire mastery of each subject of 
study. A smattering of knowledge, which is not only worthless, 
but actually injuriom^ is sure to be the result of directing the 
young mind to too many studies at the same time. But by giving 
a pupil no more to do than can be thoroughly done, by requiring 
him to gain an accurate knowledge of each point, as he proceeds, 
he not only becomes the possessor of some available knowledge, 
when the time comes for its use, but he thus forms those habits 
which alone can insure success, either in business or professional 
life. 

The Gold Medal, for Mathematics, was this year awarded, by 
your Committee, to J. Warren Cornell; the Silver Medal, to 
John H. Morton; the "Unknown Medal," to Miss Clara B. Jor- 
dan; the Scholarship, for English Composition, in !N"elson's Com- 
mercial College, to ; that for Latin, in the same 

College, to Miss Clara B. Jordan ; the Scholarship, for Science, 
in Watters' Commercial College, to John H. Morton. 

Some additions have been made to our Library, principally of 
such books as the pupils cannot otherwise readily gain access to. 
About forty dollars has been expended in the purchase of maps 
and charts, to illustrate subjects taught in school. We have on 
hand a fund of over one thousand six hundred dollars, which it 
is the intention, with the advice and approval of your Honor- 
able Body, to expend in the purchase of apparatus, &c., at an 
early date, so that the pupils shall, during the next year, have 
all the benefit arising from their use. 

Twenty pupils graduated from this school at the close of the 
present year. A statement, showing their relative standing in 
each study, has already been laid before you. 

Accompanying will be found a table showing enrollment, at- 
tendance, absence, &c., &c. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

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RULES OF THE BOARD. 



OPFICEKS OP THE BOARD. 

1. The officers required by law to be elected at a meeting of the 
Board of Trustees and Visitors on the first Tuesday in July, are 
a President, Yice-President, and Corresponding Secretary, and 
the Board may also elect a Superintendent, Clerk, and Messenger. 

PRESIDENT. 

2. It shall be the duty of the President to take the chair at the 
hour appointed for the meetings, and call the members to order ; 
to see that the requisitions of the laws for the government of the 
schools be presented to the Trustees and Yisitors at the. proper 
period for their action, and perform such other duties as may pro- 
perly appertain to his office, or be enjoined upon him by the 
Board. 

VICE-PRESIDENT. 

3. In the absence of the President, the Yice-President shall 
assume his functions and continue to perform them until the 
President's return, or until his place shall be supplied by a new 
election. 

CORRESPONDING SECRETARY. 

4. The Corresponding Secretary shall perform such duties as 
appertain to his office, and as the Board may from time to time 
impose upon him. 

CLERK. 

5. The duties of the Clerk shall be to notify all the Trustees 
and Yisitors elect, of the Common Schools of Cincinnati, to meet 
at the Council Chamber, for the purpose of organization, on the 
first Tuesday in July, of each year, at three o'clock P. M.; to 
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attend all meetings of the Board of Trustees and Yisitors, and 
make a full and faithful record of their proceedings, and an index 
of the same ; to report, on bill nights, a list of the Teachers em- 
ployed by the Board, and their respective salaries, and such bills 
as may have been audited by the Committee on Claims, and record 
all bills and salaries passed by the Board, and certify the same to 
the City Auditor ; to file all reports or communications that are 
accepted by the Board ; to keep safely all books, documents, and 
papers belonging to the School Department; to keep full and 
fair accounts of all receipts and expenditures, and report to the 
Board the condition of the School Fund whenever required ; to 
report weekly, immediately after the approval of the minutes, the 
name of every member who has been absent without leave of the 
Board, from six regular consecutive meetings. 

6. It shall further be his duty to furnish statistics, and other 
matters not furnished by the Superintendent, for the annual re- 
port of this Board ; to purchase such supplies as are allowed by 
the Board for the use of the schools, the same to be drawn only 
on the written order of the Principal or Local Trustees of each 
school ; to furnish Principal Teachers copies of all rules and reso- 
lutions adopted for the regulation of the schools; to keep safely 
all books and papers of the Board of Examiners, and make all 
necessary arrangements for their meetings, and keep a record of 
certificates issued by them to teachers ; to have charge of the ofiice 
and session halls of the Trustees and Examiners, and to keep 
open the office from nine A. M. to twelve M., and from one to four 
P. M.; to notify members of the Board of changes in the hour of 
meeting, and oall together committees when ordered by their re- 
spective chairmen, and to perform such other duties as may be 
incumbent by law or imposed by the Board. 

7. The Clerk is instructed to lay no bill before the Committee 
on Claims unless the same be presented to him by two o'clock on 
the afternoon of bill day. 

8. It shall also be the duty of the Clerk, at the end of each 
month, to have printed, in convenient form, one hundred copies 
of all additions to, or amendments of the Kules, which may have 
been adopted during that month, and to have one of such copies 
pasted, as soon as practicable, into the Annual Eeport of each 
member of the Board. 
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9. The entire services of the Clerk shall be devoted to the 
duties of Clerk and Secretary of the several School Boards. 

MESSENGER. 

10. It shall bo the duty of the Messenger to distribute all notices 
to the members of the Boards of Trustees and Examiners, Com- 
mittees and Teachers ; to keep the session halls and office in good 
order, and perform such other duties as the Clerk may require. 

ORDER OP BUSINESS. 

11. At the regular meetings of the Board, the roll having been 
called, members present and absent noted, and the minutes of the 
last meeting read and approved, the order of business shall be as 
follows : 

I. The report of the Clerk of the names of members 
absent, without leave, from six consecutive regular 
meetings. 

II. Communications from the President, or other per- 
sons, addressed to the Board. 

III. The local business of the Districts, in the order of 

their numbers, except on bill days, when bills and 
claims shall have precedence. 

IV. Eeports of Committees. 

V. Special Orders. 

VI. Unfinished business; a list of the items to be read 
by the Clerk, in the order of their record upon the 
minutes. 

VII. New and Miscellaneous business. 

RULES OF BUSINESS. 

12. A majority of all the members shall constitute a quorum. 

13. The regular meetings of the Board shall be held at the 
Council Chamber, on Monday evening of each week, at such 
hours as the Board may from time to time prescribe. Extra 
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meetings shall be called whenever the President or any three 
members shall direct. 

14. All motions made and seconded shall be considered in pos- 
session of the Board, and shall be reduced to writing whenever 
required by a member. 

15. !N"o member shall speak longer than three minutes, nor 
more than twice on the same subject, without leave of the Board. 

16. No question decided by the Board, shall again be raised 
(luring the same school year, except on motion to reconsider, made 
by a member who voted with the majority, at the same meeting 
when passed, unless leave to introduce the same be first granted 
by a vote of a majority of all the members of the Board. 

r 

17. The time for passing bills shall be as per schedule of the 

Clerk, and all bills, unless otherwise ordered by the Board, shall 
be laid over till such night for actioh. 

18. All accounts shall be audited by the Committee on Claims 
before being acted upon by the Board, except salaries. 

19. All accounts against the vSchool Board, before being pre- 
sented to the Committee on Claims, shall be certified by the party 
or parties contracting the same, who shall state the authority 
under which said accounts were contracted. 

20. ^o money shall be drawn out of the School Fund, except 
on a vote by yeas and nays, of a majority of the whole Board ; 
and all motions or resolutions to contract for work, the expendi- 
.ture of money, or sale of property, shall be taken by yeas and 
nays, and require a majority of the Board in the affirmative to 
pass the same. 

21. !N"o contracts for building new school houses, or additions 
to the old houses, shall be entered into, unless predicated on the 
revenues of the School Tax for the fiscal year, after first setting 
apart a sufficient sum to pay the usual tuition and current ex- 
penses of carrying on the schools for the remainder of the year. 

22. All requests for appropriations for repairs of buildings or 
grounds shall first be referred to the Committee on Buildings and 
Jiepairs, who shall examine and report as to the necessity of the 
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work, having regard, also, to the amount of the fund set apart 
for that purpose. 

23. The salaries of Officers, Teachers, and Janitors, shall be 
considered on bill days, in the form submitted by the Committee 
on Eeports and Excuses ; but the failure of such Committee to 
report shall not hinder the Board from taking up such question 
at the proper time, and all exceptions to such report shall be 
made after its being read to the Board, but before the final vote 
on the same. 

24. Whenever any one of the Eules of the Board, or the Eegu- 
lations of the Schools, shall be amended, the original rule shall 
be repealed, and the amended rule put in its place. 

25. The Superintendent of Schools shall be entitled to a seat 
within the bar, and shall have the privilege of debate on any 
question connected with his department, but shall not have a vote 
on any question. 

26. No member shall bo allowed to leave the room, while the 
Board may be in session, without permission. 

27. The President shall have a vote upon all questions, and 
whenever the vote shall be a tie, the question shall bo considered 
lost. 

28. The "Eules of the Board" shall be the only rules govern- 
ing the proceedings of the Board, and shall remain in force until 
duly repealed, unless they shall be added to, or amended, by due 
legislation. 

29. Any member who shall willfully violate any of the Eules 
of the Board shall be liable to bo reprimanded in such a manner 
as may be determined upon by the Board. 

30. Any question connected with the subjects classified under 
the title, " Course of Study and Text-Books," shall require a ma- 
jority of the whole Board to pass the same. 

31. In the absence of any special rule, Cushing's Manual shall 
be considered the authority on parlimentary law, and a strict ad- 
herence to the same is enjoined upon all members. 

32. In filling blanks, the largest sum and the longest time shall 
be first put. 
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33. Motions to adjourn, lie on the table, for the previous ques- 
tion, or upon the order of business, shall not be debatable. 

34. Any two members may appeal from the decision of the 
President to the Board ; may call for a division by standing to be 
counted, or may call for the ayes and noes. 

35. When the previous question is decided in the negative, the 
original question shall remain before the Board. 

36. When a question is under debate no motion shall be re- 
ceived, but to adjourn, to lie on the table, for the previous ques- 
tion, to postpone to a day certain, to commit to a standing com- 
mittee, to commit to a special committee, to amend, to postpone 
indefinitely, which several questions shall have precedence in the 
order in which they are arranged, 

37. In cases of emergency, any one of the Eules of the Board, 
or Kegulations of the Schools, except Kule 38, may be suspended, 
by a vote of a majority of all the members ; while Kule 11 may 
be suspended by a majority of the members present. 

38. Any addition to, or amendment of, the Eules of the Board, 
or the Eegulations of the Schools, shall be presented in writing, 
at some regulaV meeting, lie over one week from the time of its 
introduction, for the consideration of the Committee on Eules and 
Eegulations, unless otherwise referred, and then require a major- 
ity of all the members to pass the same. 

MISCELLANEOUS RULES. 

39. When any teacher is transferred from one district to an- 
other, at least one week's notice shall be given to the Trustees or 
Chairman of the District from which such transfer is to be made. 

40. No person shall be eligible for election as a member of the 
Board of Examiners who is a teacher in any of the Public or 
Private Schools of this city. 

41. No officer or member of this Board shall be interested, di- 
rectly or indirectly, in any contract or sub-contract ordered by 
the Board. 

42. The salary of no Officer, Teacher, or Janitor shall bo in- 
creased during the school year in which he may be employed. 
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43. The school year shall commence on the first day of July, 
and close on the last day of June; and the school session for each-. 
year shall commence on the first Monday of September, and close 
on the last Friday of June ; but the duties of teachers and the 
school session, for the purpose of estimating their salaries, shall 
commence one week previous to the first Monday of September, 
such week being devoted to the Teachers' Normal Institute. 

44. At the commencement of the school year, or at any time 
thereafter, when deemed necessary, advertisements shall be made 
for bids, to be filed at the Office of Public Schools, to furnish the 
following articles, to be delivered in such amounts, at such times 
and places as needed for the current school year, viz : fuel, furni- 
ture, printing, stoves and furnaces, and such portion of supplies 
as may be deemed advisable by committee on same. The papers 
in which published, and the number of insertions of such adver- 
tisements, shall be determined by the committee having charge 
of such departments respectively. 

ELECTIONS, NOMINATIONS, AND REMOVALS. 

45. Whenever there may be two or more candidates for any 
position, the election shall be by ballot, and a majority of all the 
members shall be necessary to a choice ; but when there is only 
one candidate the election may be by acclamation. Any jierson 
who may be elected to any position, shall hold such position at 
the will of the Boai*d, (except persons elected to fill vacancies of 
members in such Board,) and may be removed at any time, by a 
vote of a majority of all the members, after receiving one week's 
notice, in writing, of such proposed removal. The above provis- 
ions shall apply to all persons elected to any office or position of 
honor or emolument within the gift of the Board. 

46. The annual nominations of teachers by the Local Trustees 
shall be made to the Board as follows : Principal teachers, at the 
last regular meeting in May ; all other teachers at the second reg- 
ular meeting in June. These and all nominations of teachers 
shall be made in writing, signed by the Local Trustees or member 
offering the same, and stating therein the full name, the date of 
certificate, and expiration of same ; the previous as well as pro- 
posed salary, and the number of years actual experience in teach- 
ing of every nominee. The annual nominations, except Princi-

pals, shall be referred to the Committee on Salaries for report, 
before any action thereon by the Board. 

LOCAL TRUSTEES. 

47. For each Intermediate School there shall be a Standing 
Committee of five members, and for every District School a 
Standing Committee of three members, to be styled the Local 
Trustees, and to be appointed at the beginning of each school 
year, in such manner as the Board may order. Their powers and 
duties shall bo such as herein specified, and such others as the 
Board may from time to time direct. 

48. There shall be a Standing Committee of six members on 
the High Schools, to be elected by ballot at the beginning of each 
school year, who shall be the delegates of the School Board in the 
Union Board of High Schools, as provided in the contract of 
May, 1851, for the establishment of High Schools, and to perform 
such other duties as the Board may direct. 

49. The Local Trustees shall have a general supervision of the 
schools and school property, in their respective districts j shall fill 
vacancies among teachers temporarily, and report their action to 
the Board at its next meeting; shall supply wants, and order 
such repairs of the buildings, fences, or school furniture as may 
be immediately necessary, not exceeding ten dollars ; shall sug- 
gest minor regulations for the pupils or teachers, not in conflict 
with the Kules of the Board or the Eegulations of the Schools ; 
shall visit the schools frequently, and give such aid and co-opera- 
tion to the teachers by their counsel, as may tend to increase 
their usefulness and efficiency, and promote harmony among 
them, and between them and the parents of their pupils. 

50. It shall also be their duty, previous to the annual nomina- 
tion, to give one week's written notice to any teacher whom they 
do not see fit to nominate for the ensuing year. 

COMPLAINTS, TRIALS, AND APPEALS. 

51. Before any case of discipline, or complaint against any 
teacher, is brought before the Board, it shall, in the first place, be 
presented to the Trustees of the district ; from their decision an 
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appeal may be taken by either party to the Committee on Discip- 
line ; from their decision a final appeal may be taken to the Board, 
but no case shall be brought before the Board, except by the 
mode thus prescribed. 

52. Complaints on the part of Local Trustees against the Prin- 
cipal or any teacher of their school, either for persistent disregard 
of the Rules of the Board, the Regulations of the Schools, or of 
their own requisitions made under the authority of the Board, 
and complaints on the part of Teachers against their Local Trus- 
tees, for unauthorized and pernicious interference in the manage- 
ment of their schools, shall, in the first instance, be referred to 
the Committee on Discipline. 

63. No complaint or appeal shall, in any case, be entertained 
by a committee, or this Board, unless it be presented in writing, 
and set forth the specific causes of complaint, or grounds for ap- 
peal, as the case may be. But when thus presented, it shall re- 
ceive the earliest possible consideration, at a meeting appointed 
for the purpose, due notice of which shall be given to all parties 
concerned. 

54. When a case of discipline is before the Local Trustees, or 
the Committee on Discipline, they shall keep a full record of all 
the evidence adduced before them, and of their decision thereon, 
which decision shall be final and of full effect as a rule of the 
Board, until reversed by the higher Committee or by the Board. 

55. When an appeal is before the Board, no point, other than 
that contained in the appeal, shall bo raised, and no evidence 
shall be adduced or considered other than that presented in the 
minutes of the Committees above named. But, if, in considera- 
tion of the subject, further evidence shall appear to be necessary', 
the matter may be referred back to the Committee on Discipline, 
for the taking of the required evidence, which, being reported to 
the Board, the consideration of the subject may be resumed as 
before ; or, the Board may, at its discretion, refer the subject to a 
special committee, whose duty it shall bo to take the whole mat- 
ter into consideration, without reference to the previous action of 
any committee, except so far as such action may affect the merits 
of the question, and to report the evidence taken, with resolutions 
embodying their conclusions, and proposing such action as may 
be necessary to remove the cause of disturbance. Such resolu- 
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tions may, in extreme cases, propose the censure of the parties at 
fault, the removal of a Trustee from a Committee or Committees 
of the Board, or the discharge of a teacher from the schools. 



PUBLIC LIBRARY, 



56. For the purpose of increasing and maintaining the Public 
Library, the School Board is authorized annually to levy a tax 
not to exceed on«-tenth (1-10) of one mill on the dollar valuation 
of the taxable property of the City of Cincinnati, to be estimated 
and reported to the Board by the Committee on Funds and Taxes, 
at the same time that they may report the estimate for school 
purposes, and such special tax shall be assessed and collected in 
the same manner as other school taxes. 

57. The amount of said tax, when collected, shall be expended 
under direction of the School Board, for the purchase of such 
books as are suitable for public school libraries, the bill for which, 
with attendant expenses, shall be certified to by the President 
and Clerk,, and paid by the City Treasurer. 

58. The School Board shall have power to make all needful 
rules and regulations for the management of the Library, and 
such Library shall be accessible to all residents of the City of 
Cincinnati, over sixteen years of age, subject to the rules and 
regulations adopted for its control and preservation ; and persons 
not residents of Cincinnati may have access to the same by special 
action of the Board of Managers, and a compliance with the rules 
and regulations above referred to. 

59. The Public Library shall be under the direction of a Board 
of Managers, who shall be chosen as follows : The School Board 
shall, on its organization in July, 1867, elect by ballot two persons 
to serve for the term of three years ; two persons to serve for the 
term of two years ; two persons to serve for a term of one year ; 
and annually thereafter, at the same time, two persons to serve 
for the term of three years. All vacancies in the positions above 
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designated to be filled by ballot by said School Board ; the per- 
sons so elected to serve during the unexpired term of their pre- 
decessors, and until their successors are elected. The President 
of the School Board shall also be a member of said Board of 
Managers ex-officio, and the Board of Managers so constituted 
shall at all times be amenable to, and under the control of the 
School Board, both as to their authority and tenure of office, and 
shall serve without compenaation. 

60. On the Thursday succeeding the election, annually, the 
Board of Managers, shall assemble at the call of the Clerk of the 
School Board and organize by electing a Chairman, Treasurer, 
and Secretary. 

61. Such Board of Managers shall have the general control of 
such Library, subject to the will of the School Board, and it shall 
be their duty to enforce the rules and regulations adopted for the 
use, preservation, and management of the same, and they shall 
act with a view to the enlargement, utility, and permanence of 
such interest. They shall also cause such Library to be closed 
and carefully examined and counted during the month of June 
each year, and they shall report its condition to the School Board 
at its last meeting in June annually, which report may be sub- 
mitted in printed form. 

62. The Board of Managers shall also submit to the School 
Board, at its last regular meeting for the school year, the names 
of suitable persons to be elected as Librarian and Assistant Li- 
brarians for the ensuing year. The Librarian shall perform his 
duties under and by the direction of the Board of Managers, or 
as the School Board may direct. The Assistant Librariaas shall 
be under the direction and control of the Librarian. 

63. The School Board shall make an annual allowance of $2,500 
for the salaries of Librarian and Assistant Librarians, the same 
to bo distributed by the Board of Managers at the commencement 
of the year, and paid in installments on the regular bill days of 
the School Board. 

64. Such Board of Managers shall also keep an accurate ac- 
count of all receipts and expenditures on account of the Library, 
and present an abstract of the same to the School Board, on a 
regular bill night, once a quarter. 
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65. All donations or other receipts for the benefit of the Li- 
brary, shall be paid into the city treasury to be held as a special 
library fund, out of which all appropriations for the Library shall 
be paid; provided, that donations for special objects connected 
with the Library shall be subject to appropriation by the Board 
of Managers in accordance with the condition of the donation, 
without action by the School Board. 

66. The School Board may approprTate from time to time a sum 
not to exceed, with the unexpended balance of the preceding 
appropriation, the sum of $500, which the Board of Managers 
may expend without further action of the School Board. 



STAI^^DIN'G COMMITTEES. 



67. The Committees on Drawing, Gymnastics, and Music, jointly, 
shall, before the close of the summer vacation, arrange a time 
table for lesgons in those exercises for the ensuing year in all the 
schools, to be observed by the Principals of the schools respec- 
tively in arranging other recitations, 

68. Every Standing Committee shall keep notes of its meetings, 
members present, and proceedings, in a book to be provided for 
the purpose, and to be preserved and indexed by the Clerk. Re- 
ports shall bo made in writing. No report shall be made except 
by the leave of the Board, unless a meeting of the Committee 
has been called, and each member notified. A minority may re- 
port their reasons for dissenting, or propose counter measures, at 
their discretion. 

69. The following Standing Committees shall be appointed by 
the President at the beginning of each school year, and besides 
the special powers and duties hereinafter stated, shall exercise 
such others as the Board shall prescribe : 

ON BOUNDARIES AND STATISTICS. 

70. Five members, to revise the boundaries and proportions* of 
Districts, and report whenever changes may be advantageously 
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made ; to see that measures for taking the ennmeration of youth 
and making returns of school statistics are properly executed, as 
teq[uir6d by law ; and to assist them in the discharge of their 
duties, they shall have power to require the services of the Super- 
intendent of Schools. 



ON BUILDINGS AND REPAIRS. 

71. Five members, to have general supervision of the building 
ftnd repairing of all school houses and grounds, and of all plans, 
©stimates and contracts for such works. No contract for build- 
ing, or for repairs exceeding ten dollars in amount, shall be made 
Until the matter shall have been referred to, and reported upon, 
l>y this Committee. They shall inspect and report the condition 
of all the school houses, grounds and appurtenances, in June, 
o^ery year. They shall have the direction and assistance of the 
Superintendent of Buildings, in all matters relating to their 
duties. 

ON CLAIMS. 

72. Three members, to examine all bills and claims, except sal- 
^^ries, and report their allowance or disallowance in writing, 
signed by them, at every meeting of the Board appointed for 
^passing bills. No claim or bill shall be allowed by them unless 
"Verified strictly according to the rules, and the authority for the 
^ame indorsed upon it. 



ON COLORED SCHOOLS. 

73. Throe members, to visit said schools and report, whenever 
'they deem it expedient, on the instruction, expenses, or manage- 
ment thereof 



ON COURSE OF STUDY AND TEXT BOOKS. 

74. Five members, to whom all motions or proposals for change 
in the studies, text books, or exercises in any department, except 
as otherwise provided by the rules, shall be referred for their con- 
sideration and report, before any final action of the Board. They 
shall constantly observe the modes of instruction in all the schools, 
the measure of studies required, the merits of books, and exer- 
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cises in use, and report every defect or abuse, and recommend 
any change in such matters which they deem important, guard- 
ing specially against any excess in the tasks imposed, and any 
abuse in memorizing lessons. 

ON DISCIPLINE. 

75. Five members, to act upon all appeals and matters of dis- 
cipline, as to teachers or pupils, which shall be referred to them. 
This Committee shall diligently observe the morals and manners 
prevailing in the schools, and report to the Board whenever they 
find any occasion for remedy or reproof, in order that the Board 
may, to the utmost, exert their endeavors to preserve and pro- 
mote the best tendency of the Common Schools in these matters. 

ON DRAWING. 

76. Three members, to have the supervision of that department, 
and of studies, text books, and examinations therein ; and to 
nominate teachers of drawing annually, at the time appointed for 
nominating assistant teachers, and in cases of vacancy. 

ON EXAMINATIONS. 

* 

77. Five members, to have general supervision of examinations, 
and enforce them at such regular periods as they may deem pro- 
per. Once a year they shall cause a uniform examination, for 
comparison, to be made of all the schools, or such grades or grade 
in all as they may select, and report to the Board, with their 
views as to the state of the schools. They shall appoint the pro- 
per examiners, and fix the averages necessary for transfers at all 
examinations. In all matters pertaining to this Committee, they 
shall have the advice and aid of the Superintendent of Schools. 

ON FUEL. 

78. Three members, to estimate and report to the Board in due 
season, every year, what provision of fuel will be needful for al^ 
the schools, and to manage the purchase and distribution of the 
supply ordered by the Board. They shall require the Superin- 
tendent of Buildings, once a year, at such time as they may di- 
rect, to report the amount of fuel consumed in each house, a com- 
parison of each with the previous year, and the amount on hand. 
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ON FURNITURE. 

79. Three members, to contract for and supply the schools with 

STich articles of furniture as the Board shall authorize, and to es- 

"timate and report the supply necessary for new schools. They 

^liall provide a repository for rejected furniture, and may sell 

»Tich furniture, accounting to the Board after each sale, for the 

I>roceeds. They shall require the Principal teacher of every 

school to return, at the close of the schools, yearly, an inventory 

of all the furniture of his school, specifying the articles in each 

X'oom separately, and the condition thereof, and accounting for all 

damage, for which purpose a proper book shall be provided for 

overy district. 

ON FUNDS AND TAXES. 

80. Five members, to have general supervision of the school 
funds and accounts, and keep the Board at all times accurately 
informed of the condition thereof, so as to guard against any con- 
"tracts or expenditures which may exceed the revenue of the year. 
They shall estimate and report to the Board annually, and at 
least two weeks before the time prescribed for the certificate by 
"this Board, to the City Council, what tax is necessary for school 
J)urposes, stating in detail their estimate for every purpose. They 
shall see that all school moneys, credits or securities, due or be- 
longing to the Board, are faithfully collected, kept, and accounted 
for, and that the books and accounts of the Board are properly 
kept. 

ON GERMAN DEPARTMENT. 

81. Five members, who, as to such department, shall exercise 
the powers and duties prescribed for the Committee on Examina- 
tions, so far as applicable, and as to their books and studies, shall 
act jointly with the Committee on Course of Study and Text 
Books. 

ON GYMNASTICS. 

82. Three members, to have the supervision of that department 
and of examinations therein ; and to nominate teachers of gym- 
nastics annually, at the time prescribed for nominating assistant 
teachers, and in cases of vacancy. 
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ON LOTS. 

83. Three members^ to purchase and sell school lots as author- 
ized by the Board, and to have care of any real estate not in use 
by the school. 

ON MUSIC. 

84. Three members, to exercise in that department the powers 
and duties prescribed for the Committees on Course of Studiesj 
Text Books, and Examinations; and to nominate teachers of 
music at the time prescribed for nominating assistant teachers, 
and in cases of vacancy. 

ON PENMANSHIP. 

85. Five members, to exercise in that department the powers 
and duties prescribed for the Committee on Text Books and Ex- 
aminations. 

ON PRINTING. 

86. Three members, to report upon and conduct all contracts, 
accounts or matters, relative to printing authorized by the Board. 

ON RULES AND REGULATIONS. 

87. Five members, to whom all additions to, or amendments of, 
the Eules of the Board, or Ecgulations of the Schools, shall bo re- 
ferred, before adoption, unless otherwise referred by the Board. 
They shall report whether the same are in proper form, and what 
rules and regulations such legislation may come in conflict with, 
and what changes may be necessary to preserve the uniformity 
of the whole ; but said Committee shall not be empowered to re- 
port upon the merits of such additions or amendments. It shall, 
also, be their duty to report what rules and regulations may, in 
their judgment, be dispensed with. As soon as practicable after 
the commencement of the school year, they with the assistance 
of the Clerk and Superintendent, shall issue the Annual Eeport. 
In so doing, they shall be empowered to re-number the Eules and 
Ecgulations ; to determine what matter shall be admitted into 
such Eeport; classify the same, and decide upon the style and 
arrangement thereof. They shall, also, recommend the number 
of copies of such Eeport to be published. 
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ON REPORTS AND EXCUSES, 

88. Five members, whose duty it shall be to examine the re- 
X>ort8 of Principals to the Board, and to audit all claims of oflBl- 
<3ers, teachers, and janitors, for salaries, and to repoit in an ab- 
stract form, in writing, the deficiencies in any of the Principals* 
xreports; and also their allowance or disallowance of any salaries 
claimed, which report shall be made to every meeting of the 
TBoard appointed for the payment of salaries ; and it shall partic- 
Tilarly be their duty to establish a uniform and just practice in 
panting excuses for absence or tardiness, under Nos. 115 and 116 
of the Eegulations of the Board. 

ON SALARIES. 

89. Five members, whose duty it shall be to enforce the strict 
observance of all rules and requirements, as to salaries of oflBlcers, 
teachers, janitors, and others employed by the Board ; and for 
this purpose they shall revise the Mists every three months, at 
least, and report every error or deviation that may have occurred. 
The annual nominations of teachers, except Principals, shall be 
Teferred to them for report before any action by the Board 
thereon ; but shall not be considered or approved by them unless 
presented and made in conformity with the standing rules regu- 
lating nominations, appointments, and salaries. 



ON STOVES AND FURNACES. 

90. Five members, to provide the schools with such warming 
and ventilating apparatus as may be authorized by the Board. 
It shall also be their duty to obtain by correspondence and exper- 
iment, and report to the Board all the information in their power, 
as to the best modes of warming and ventilating school houses. 
They shall inspect the stoves and furnaces in all the schools an- 
nually, in June, and report any wants or defects ; and to this end 
they shall have power to require the aid of the Superintendent of 
Buildings. 

ON SUPPLIES. 

91. Three members, to report a list of articles necessary and 
proper, as supplies for the schools, and a fair tariff or scale for 
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the distribution thereof, and to see that such tariff as the Board 
may adopt is strictly observed and enforced. At the close of the 
schools, every year, they shall require of the Principal teacher of 
every school, an inventory of the supplies remaining on hand, 
and report to the Board a statement of the consumption of sup- 
plies in each school during the year, and a comparison of each 
with the previous year. [For list of supplies, see note.] 

ON TEACHERS' NORMAL INSTITUTE. 

92. Five members, to nominate, annually, suitable teachers to 
give instruction in such Institute, and to have a general super- 
vision of the same ; and in the performance of their duties they 
shall have the aid and advice of the Superintendent. 



Note. — Sweeping brashes, dasting brushes, scrubbing brushes, brooms, mops, wash basins, 
tin cups, dust pans, oil cans, lard oil or coal oil, lamps, wicking, matches, ink, crayon chalk, 
pens, slate pencils, hand bells, water buckets, coal buckets, shovels, tongs, pokers, coal boxes, 
soap, thermometers, large mats for outside doors, maps, numeral frames, pen holders, sta> 
tionery for the offices, dumb-bell hooks, garbage tubs, map stands.

REGULATIONS OF THE SCHOOLS. 



SUPERINTENDENT. 

The Superintendent of the Common Schools of Cincinnati shall 
Ibe governed by the following Eules : 

93. He shall visit and examine each and all the schools person- 
ally, as often as practicable, and give attention to their organi- 
sation, the relations of the several departments in each to the 
KDthers, and the relative labors and duties of the teachers thereof; 
«ind shall, with the approbation of the Local Trustees, direct the 
iteachers to make such changes, not inconsistent with the Eegula- 
tjions of the Schools, as shall seem best calculated to give greater 
efficiency to the schools. He shall carefully note the modes of gov- 
ernment and instruction pursued by each of the teachers, and the 
qualities and adaptation of each teacher for the place assigned by 
the Local Trustees, and he shall keep a faithful record of his exam- 
inations, which shall at all times be open for the private inspec- 
tion of the members of this Board ; and whenever he doubts the 
qualifications, efficiency or fitness of a teacher, he shall report 
the same distinctly to the Local Trustees of such school. 

94. He shall also inspect the school grounds and buildings, and 
the furniture and apparatus of the schools, and report to this 
Board whenever their condition or arrangement is not adapted to 
the best classification of the schools, or is not convenient or at- 
tractive ; also, whenever the provisions for warming, ventilating 
or lighting the school houses are unfavorable to the health and- 
physical development of the pupils. 

95. He shall ascertain, from time to time, whether the School 
Districts be so divided as to afford equal and uniform advantages 
to all parts of the city, and report to the Board such changes in 
the boundaries as may seem likely in any way to improve their 
classification, promote their convenience, or lessen the expenses 
of the schools without prejudice to their objects. 
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96. He shall devise and report to th^ Board a system of blanks, 
for registers and reports, have charge of their distribution to 
teachers and return by them, and prescribe to teachers rules for 
keeping the same. These blanks shall be specially adapted to 
show the scholarship and actual attendance of each pupil in the 
schools, the number of those who are constant and uniform in 
attendance, and of those who are not, together with the degree 
of irregularity. He shall also ascertain and report, as nearly as 
may be, the number of children in the city attending schools 
other than Common Schools, and of those who are not attending 
any school — discovering, as far as practicable, the reasons and 
remedies. He shall also investigate the cause of truancy and 
irregularity on the part of the pupils, and suggest such checks 
and remedies as he may deem feasible and proper. And in inves- 
tigating such matters, he may require the aid and services of all 
the teachers. 

97. He shall see that the Regulations of the Schools are uni- 
formly and faithfully observed and executed in all departments 
of the schools ; that registers are kept and reports made by the 
teachers, with neatness, care and uniformity. He shall direct 
teachers as to the best modes of instruction and government, 
giving special attention and assistance to those of the primary 
classes, and those who have little experience in the profession ; 
in fine, he shall, in every way practicable, advise, aid and stimu- 
late teachers in the performance of their office and duties, and to 
these ends he shall have power to require the attendance of any 
and all teachers at such convenient times and places, out of 
school hours, as may be designated by the Board. 

98. He shall attend and advige, when requested, with any 
standing or special committee of the Board, in respect to matters 
committed to them, and shall consult with all those who, directly 
or indirectly, have the expenditure of the school funds, in order 
that just and uniform provision be made for all the Common 
Schools, and that the wisest economy be exercised in their outlay. 

99. He shall keep himself and the Board constantly informed 
of the school systems of other countries, states, and cities, their 
organization, modes of government, the best methods of moral 
and intellectual education adopted in them, and the general work- 
ing of their systems ; and, for this purpose, shall effect the best

arrangement possible for. a regular and permanent exchange of 
lEeports between this and other School Boards. 

100. At the last regular meeting of the Board in January and 
^une, every year, he shall present a report, giving as particular a 
^iew as may be, of the progress and condition of each and all of 
"the schools, and suggesting such measures as in his judgment may 
"be material to their improvement. 

101. It shall be the duty of the Superintendent of Schools to 
^eep a record of all meritorious applicants for positions as teach- 
ers in our schools. 

102. Ho shall report to this Board, from time to time, upon 
such matters pertaining to his oflSce as may be directed by the 
IBoard, and shall perform such other duties as may be prescribed 
"by the Board. 

103. One week prior to the annual opening of the schools, each 
year, all the teachers of the Common Schools shall be required to 
attend a Teachers* Normal Institute, to bo organized and conducted 
under the direction of the Committee on Normal Institute, in 
conjunction with the Superintendent of Schools. Such Institute 
shall be open to all persons who may desire to become teachers 
in the Common Schools of Cincinnati. The sessions of said In- 
stitute shall be held not less than two hours, both forenoon and 
afternoon, on each day of said week. The week devoted to the 
exercises of this Institute shall be regarded as part of the time 
for which teachers are employed and paid. 

104. It shall be the duty of the Superintendent to report to the 
Board all cases of absence from, or tardiness in attendance upon, 
the exercises of said Normal Institute ; and teachers thus re- 
ported shall suffer the same reduction of salaries as is made for 
like cases of tardiness and absence from school. 



SUPERINTENDENT OF BUILDINGS. 

105. There shall be employed a Superintendent of Buildings, 
whose duty it shall bo to superintend the erection of new school 
houses, or the repair of old ones ; to look to the preservation 
and fitness of the school buildings and grounds (including those 
of the High Schools), and perform such other duties as may be 
required of him by the Committee on Buildings or by the Board. 
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PKINCIPALS. 

106. The Male Principal, as the local superintendent^ is responsi- 
ble for the observance and enforcement of the Eegulations of the 
Schools and the Eules of the Board, so far as applicable to his 
duties, and is accordingly vested with authority to carry them 
into eJBPect. 

107. He is to classify the pupils in the different grades above 
the Primary Department, according to their advancement in 
arithmetical studies. He shall announce to the other depart- 
ments, by the ringing of a bell, the hour for beginning and closing 
school, for the recitation of classes, and for recess. He shall see 
to the safe keeping and protection of the house, furniture, appa- 
ratus, fences, trees and shrubbery, and maintain the strictest 
cleanliness in the school and out-houses. He shall require the 
pupils not to appear in or about the yard earlier than forty-five 
minutes before the opening of the school, and prevent them, by 
noise or otherwise, from annoying the neighborhood of the 
schools. 

108. The principals shall keep an annual register, and each 
teacher a daily register, of the name, age, attendance, suspension 
and departure of all the pupils in their respective schools, accord- 
ing to forms provided by the Board. The principals shall also 
keep a daily register, in some room most convenient of access to 
the majority of the teachers in their respective houses, in which 
teachers shall report their presence in the morning and after- 
noon. All such registers shall be deposited with the Clerk at the 
end of the school year. 

109. The Principals of the District and Intermediate Schools 
shall devote at least one hour per day for every two hundred 
pupils in average daily attendance upon their schools, in attend- 
ing to the general affairs thereof, and in supervising and, direct- 
ing the labors of their assistants. They shall see that all the 
records of the schools are neatly, regularly and accurately kept 
by the several teachers ; shall keep the pupils equally distributed 
and properly classified in the several departments ; shall see that 
they are constantly and profitably employed during school hours, 
and see that parents are daily notified of the absence of their 
children, in all cases where the cause of absence is unknown, or 
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is not satisfactory to the Principal ; they shall, as often as once 
in each month, satisfy themselves, by examination, of the pro- 
cess and thoroughness of each class, in all the departments of 
"their respective schools, and at the end of each month report to 
^e Superintendent and to the Local Trustees if there be just 
<sau8e to doubt the qualifications of any teacher ; they shall co- 
operate with the Superintendent In advising and directing teach- 
ers as to the best modes of instruction and government, and in 
all other matters. 

110. To enable the Principal of each school to perform the 
<iuties prescribed as above, he shall be relieved of the special 
charge of pupils in study hours, and shall have a recitation room 
assigned to him, in which he may hear the recitations of his 
classes. 

111. To secure uniformity of time, the Principals shall cause 
the clocks of their respective schools to be regulated by the tap- 
ping of the fire-bells at 12 o'clock M. 

112. The hours of study and recitation shall be arranged in 
tabular form by the Principal of each school, according to blank 
forms to be prescribed by the Superintendent, with whom, within 
three weeks after the first Monday of September in each school 
year, each Principal shall deposit a correct and neat copy of said 
study and recitation sheet. 

113. The Principal of each school shall be responsible for the 
cleanliness and care of the school rooms and grounds ; and for 
this purpose shall have power to employ a suitable Janitor, 
acceptable to the Local Trustees, at a salary to be fixed by the 
Board, who shall be entirely subject to his directions, except 
during the vacation of the schools, when he shall be under the 
control of the Superintendent of Buildings. 

114. During the progress of examinations by printed questions, 
the Principals of the several District and Intermediate Schools 
may, at their discretion, dismiss the pupils of Grades A and B 
upon the completion of their work, as prescribed for the day. 

115. All Principals shall promulgate to the teachers of their 
respective schools such rules of general application as they may 
receive from the Board ; shall transmit to the Clerk, on the Sat- 

9 
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urday preceding the days specified in the schedule of the Clerk 
for the payment of teachers' salaries, a report of the number of 
days' service of each teacher in their respective schools ; as well 
as all other reports required, according to blank forms furnished 
them, with such additional information as the Board may from 
time to time require, or as they may think important to commu- 
nicate ; and any failure, except from sickness, to file with the 
Clerk the aforesaid report, according to the full requirements of 
the forms prescribed, will debar them from the reception of their 
salary until the same is rendered to the satisfaction of the Board. 
The Principals of the District Schools are required to state in 
their reports whether the Time Tables have been strictly observed 
in their respective schools. 

116. The Principals of the Intermediate Schools shall be re- 
quired to keep a record of daily recitations of classes designed for 
transfer to the High Schools, and to make from this record an 
average of each pupil's standing in each branch of study ; also a 
general average on all the branches, and to certify the same, to- 
gether with the standing of the pupil as to deportment, in the ap- 
plication for admission to the High Schools, at the close of the 
year. 

TKANSFER OF PUPILS— DUTIES OP PRINCIPALS. 

117. As soon as the Principal of a school begins to suspect that 
it will be necessary to reduce a pupil from a higher to a lower 
grade, he shall give notice of the probable necessity of such a 
course to the parents of the pupil, at least one month before he 
shall take final action in the case, and shall at the same time send 
a like notice to. the Superintendent of Schools, whose duty it 
shall be to keep the said notice on file, and, if possible, inquire 
into the case and suggest such remedy as to him may seem best. 
If at the end of the time above prescribed, it shall be found det- 
rimental to the child's own interest, and to the progress of the 
class, to retain him or her longer in the grade, the reduction may 
be made, with the consent of the Superintendent j Provided^ how- 
ever, that no pupil shall be reduced to a lower grade who has 
been in the grade for a period of four months ; and. Provided 
further^ that such reduction shall be limited to Grades A, B, and 

C. The Principal of each school shall, in his annual report to the 
Superintendent, state the number of children reduced from each 
grade, during the year for which the report is made. 
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118. The Principals shall, in their annual reports to the Super- 
intendent, state : First^ The number in each grade who were ad- 
vanced according to the course of study, in one year or less from 
"the time of their admission to the grade. >SecancZ, The number in 
each grade who failed to be advanced with their grade at the an- 
nual or other examinations for transfer. Thirds In a separate ex- 
hibit, the number of those who have failed to be advanced after 
teing members of a grade two years, three years, etc.; of all of 
^which items the Superintendent shall be required to give an ab- 
stract in his annual report to the Board. 

119. The Principals of the Intermediate Schools shall, each 
year, hold two examinations for admission to said schools : Firsts 
The annual examination at the close of the year, now reqjiired by 
"the Rules ; and. Second^ A semi-annual examination to be held on 
"tie first Monday of February, of all pupils who may have failed 
stt the annual examination, and such other pupils as the Princi- 
Jials of the District Schools may recommend for transfer. 

FIRST GERMAN ASSISTANTS. 

120. The First Assistant Teacher of German, under the control 
&nd direction, in all respects, of the Principal of the District, shall 
Superintend the. German Department of said District; and his 
olasses shall be so arranged as to allow him thirty minutes, each 
cJay, for the purpose of such superintendence ; and all. inefficiency 
iii instruction, by any of the teachers of German, he shall at once 
>:'epor< to the Principal of the school. 

121. In all Districts where a Second, and not a First German 
-Assistant, is employed, the same duties as are required of the 
i^irst Assistant, by the foregoing rule, shall be performed by said 
Second Assistant. 

TEACHERS IN GENERAL. 

The following teachers may be employed in- the Intermediate 
^nd District Schools : 

122. Males. — One Principal and one First Male Assistant, and 
in districts where the German is taught, one additional Male As- 
sistant for that Department. 

123. Females. — One Female Assistant for every forty-eight 
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pupils in average daily attendance in the schools to which she is 
appointed, first deducting from such average attendance forty- 
eight pupils for the First English Male Assistant. 

124. No Male Teacher shall be appointed unless he holds a 
Principeirs Certificate ; and no Female Teacher, unless she holds 
a Female Assistant's Certificate from the Board of Examiners. 
.Provided^ however^ That any teacher may be employed holding a 
certificate from the State Board of Examiners ; and all teachers 
appointed shall hold their stations and salaries during the pleas- 
ure of the Board. 

125. Every teacher is required to be present at his or her room, 
and have such presence duly reported, fifteen minutes before the 
opening of school in the morning, and five minutes before the 
opening of school in the afternoon; and any teacher chargable 
with tardiness shall sufi^er a deduction of salary equal to one-fourth 
of a day's pay for each failure, unless the Board shall otherwise 
order; and each teacher shall record his or her presence in the daily 
register for such purpose, every morning and afternoon, and when 
tardy, write the number of minutes tardy after the letter T, ad- 
jacent to the report of presence. 

126. No teacher shall be allowed to be absent from school, ex- 
cept from personal sickness, without furnishing a substitute satis- 
factory to the Local Trustees; nor shall any teacher be absent for 
a period longer than three days, without permission from the 
Board. In all cases of absence, pay shall not be allowed for the 
time absent, unless the Board, by special action, shall otherwise 
order. 

127. Teachers who absent themselves from the meetings called 
according to the appointments of the Board, by the Superinten- 
dent, shall report their delinquency on the succeeding Monday, 
as in ordinary cases of delinquency in attending schools. 

128. No teacher shall be permitted to introduce text books of a 
higher grade into his or her class. 

129. It shall be the duty of all teachers to make themselves ac- 
quainted with the rules prescribed by the Board, and observe and 
enforce the same, so far as they relate to their several depart- 
ments ; to preserve perfect order in their respective rooms, watch 
over the morals of their pupils, and restrain all improper speech 
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^nd conduct ; to report all cases of gross misconduct and immor- 
Sility to the Principal for his counsel and direction ; to endeavor 
"to gain, by courteous deportment, the influence and co-operation 
of parents in sustaining the teacher's authority and government 
over their children; and, so far as practicable, to govern their pu- 
X^ilfl by the moral influence of kindness, and by appeals to the 
xiobler principles of their nature. 

130. The habits, character, and deportment of each child sh^ll 
TDe studiously cultivated and improved, throughout the course, by 
overy teacher. 

131. Cleanliness of person and dress, neatness, obedience, and 
order, are to be carefully encouraged and required. This must 
~begin with Grade F of the District Schools, and will be regarded 
cu necessary, throughout every Grade, for a successful adminis- 
t^ration. 

132. The visits of teachers to other schools, under direction of 
lihe Board, shall be regulated and directed by the Superintendent, 
9nd all such visits shall be reported to this Board, at each and 
^very regular bill night. 

133. No teacher shall have the right to resign, during the term 
dEbr which he or she was appointed, without at least two weeks' 
Xiotice and the consent of the Board ; and any resignation offered 
:for the purpose of enabling a teacher to procure an appointment 
in any other of the Common Schools of Cincinnati, shall state 
^uch purpose in the same. 

134. Teachers of the several District Schools are instructed to 
^irefuse admission to their respective schools, of all colored chil- 
«lren applying to attend the same. 

135. The sale of books and stationery, by the teachers of the 
Oommon Schools, during school hours, shall not be allowed ; 
neither shall teachers be allowed to send their pupils on errands 
during school hours. 

136. No subscription or contribution shall be called for or per- 
mitted by the teachers in the District and Intermediate Schools, 
from the pupils thereof, for any purpose whatever, unless author- 
ized by the Board. 



\ 
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137. No teacher in the Common Schools shall be permitted to 
keep a private school or give instruction to private pupils before 
six o'clock P. M., except on Saturdays, 

SALARIES. 

138. The salaries of teachers shall be regulated by the number 
of years' experience of such teachers, in the same or equivalent 
position in regularly graded schools of good standing, counting 
the first year at the lowest salary named, and adding the annual 
increase for each year's experience; Provided^ That no experi- 
ence of less than half a year shall be counted ; and Provided^ That 
all teachers to be hereafter appointed shall begin with the loivest 
rate of salary, unless the Board, on recommendation of the Com- 
mittee on Salaries, shall make special exception in the case of an 
experienced teacher, whether such experience has been in graded 
schools or otherwise. 

139. All substitutes shall be paid at the lowest rate of salary 
named for the position. 

140. Salaries shall in no case commence until the appointment 
is entered upon the journal ; Provided^ That when a teacher is 
employed in the intervals between meetings of the Board, the 
salary shall commence from the date of the appointment, if en- 
tered on the journal at the next meeting. 

141. The salaries of teachers shall be paid in ten installments 
during the school session, according to a schedule to be arranged 
by the Clerk at the beginning of each school year; and each j^ay- 
ment shall be in full for the service reported by the Principal, 
which payments shall be regulated as follows : The day's pay of 
every teacher shall be determined by dividing the yearly rate by as 
many times five as there are weeks of school session in such year. 

142. The salaries of officers and janitors during the school ses- 
tiion shall be paid on the regular bill-days ; and during the sum- 
mer vacation, in two payments, which shall be made at such times 
as may bo previously designated by the Clerk ; and each payment 
shall be in full for the service rendered from the previous bill day 
to the one on which such settlement shall be made, and the per 
diem salary of each officer or janitor shall be determined by 
dividing the full yearly salary by the whole number of working 
days in such year. 
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SALARIES — INTERMEDIATE SCHOOLS. 
The salaries of teachers shall be as follows : 

143. Principals shall be appointed at $1,800 per annum, which 
sum shall be increased $100 annually, until the annual salary 
shall amount to $2,100. 

144. First Assistants and First German Assistants shall be ap- 
pointed at $1,200 per annum, which sum shall be increased $100 
Annually, until the annual salary shall amount to $1,500. 

145. Female Assistants shall be appointed at $600 per annum, 
'which sum may be increased $50 dollars annually, upon recom- 
xnendation of the Local Trustees, until the annual salary shall 
Amount to $800; or, Male Teachers may be appointed in the 
IK)sitions of Female Teachers, at $700 per annum, which sum 
xnay be increased $100 annually, until the annual salary shall 
Amount to $900. 

146. "No teacher transferred from a District to an Intermediate 
School shall suffer a reduction of salary. 

SALARIES— DISTRICT SCHOOLS. 
Salaries therein shall be as follows : 

147. Principals shall be appointed at $1,600 per annum, which 
iSum shall be increased $100 annually, until the annual salary 
^hall amount to $1,900. 

148. First Male Assistants and First German Assistants shall 
l)e appointed at $1,000 per annum, which sum shall be increased 
^100 annually, until the annual salary shall amount to $1,300. 

149. Female Assistants shall be appointed at $400 per annum, 
>¥hich sum may be increased $50 annually, upon recommendation 
^f the Local Trustees, until the annual salary shall amount to 
^700; or, Male Teachers may be appointed in the positions of 
J'emale Teachers, at $500 per annum, with an annual increase of 
9100, until the annual salary amounts to $700. 

SALARIES — MUSIC. 

150. There shall be four Music Teachers, at a salary not exceed- 
ing $1,800 per annum, each. 
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SALARIES — DBAWIi^G. 

151. There shall be two Drawing Teachers, at a salary of $800 
per annum each, which sum shall be increased $50 annually, until 
the annual salary shall amount to $900. 

SALARIES — GYMNASTICS. 

152. There shall be one Male Teacher of Gymnastics, at a 
salary not exceeding $1,500 per annum ; and one Female Assist- 
ant, who shall instruct the girls in Grades D, E and F, at a salary 
of $800 per annum. 

SALARIES — OFFICERS. 

The salaries of the Officers in employ of the Board shall be as 
follows : 

153. Superintendent of Schools, per annum, $2,500 ; Clerk of 
the Board, he employing and paying Assistant Clerk, or Messen- 
ger and Janitor, per annum, $2,500 ; Superintendent of Buildings 
(High Schools included), $2,500. 

SALARIES — JANITORS. 

154. According to the scale adopted December, 1866. 

ADMISSION OF PUPILS TO SCHOOLS. 

155. None but children of actual, bona fide residents of Cincin- 
nate shall, under any circumstances^ be admitted to the Common 
Schools free ; but [children of non-residents may be admitted 
by the Trustees of any District, on payment, in advance, to the 
Clerk of the Board, the following tuition fees, viz. : 

156. For admittance into Intermediate Schools, at the rate of 
twenty dollars per annum ; District Schools, sixteen dollars per 
annum — payable, in each case, semi-quarterly, quarterly, semi- 
annually, or yearly. 

157. Admission of non-residents shall never be permitted to 
the prejudice or inconvenience of any of the schools. 

158. No child or children, whose parent or guardian is not an 
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actual resident, shall be admitted without procuring the Clerk's 
certificate of payment of the tuition fee in advance. 

159. No child under six years of age shall be admitted into the 
Common Schools j and in case of doubt in the mind of the Prin- 
cipal, as to the child applying for admission being of the requi- 
site age, he may require the parent of such child to bring a cer- 
t;ificate of admission signed by a majority of the Local Trustees. 

160. No pupil under censure in one District shall be admitted 
■to the school of another until such censure be removed. 

161. All such pupils as are in whole or in part of African blood 
Sire to attend the Colored Schools. 

162. No pupil shall be received or continued in the Common 
Schools known to be affected with a contagious or infectious dis- 
ease, or coming from a family where any such disease prevails ; 
«nd no pupils shall be admitted who do not exhibit to their 
"teachers satisfactory evidence of having been vaccinated. 

163. Children residing in districts where no German instruc- 
'tion is provided, whose parents desire them to acquire the Ger- 
xnan language, may be received into the nearest school in which 
CJerman is taught, by obtaining a written permit from the Trus- 
tees of the District in which they reside. 

164. No pupils other than those provided for in the rules for 
CJerman Schools, shall be transferred from the District in which 
'they reside to another, without the written certificate of a ma- 

j ority of the Trustees of the two respective Districts, presented 
"tx) the Principal of the District in which they apply for admis- 
sion. Such transfer shall continue until revoked by a majority 
^f the Trustees of the two Districts. 



CONDUCT OF PUPILS. 

165. No pupil will be allowed to depart before the appointed 
lour for leaving school, except in case of sickness, or the request 
of the parents or guardians, or for some pressing emergency, of 
which the teacher shall be the judge. 

166. No teacher or pupil shall be permitted to use tobacco in 
any form during school hours. 
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167. For violent and repeated opposition to the authority of 
any teacher of the school, the Principal shall exclude a pupil from 
the school, and immediately notify the parent or guardian and 
Local Trustees of the cause. Such pupil, by proper expression of 
regret to his or her teacher, and giving satisfactory evidence of 
amendment, may by the consent of the Trustees, be reinstated in 
the school. 

168. In all cases where the conditct and habits of a pupil are found 
injurious to associates^ it shall be the duty of the Principal^ with the ad- 
vice of the Local Trustees^ to suspend such pupil from the school, 

169. No pupil shall be detained at the noon recess, and a pupil 
detained at any other recess shall be permitted to go out immedi- 
ately thereafter. 

170. Any pupil of the Common Schools bearing arms during 
school hours, shall at once be expelled from said schools. 

ABSENTEE BULES — PUPILS. 

171. At the close of school, morning and afternoon, every day, 
it shall be the duty of each teacher to notify the parent or guard- 
ian of every pupil, without exception^ who was absent or tardy in 
attendance. The first and second notice may be by printed form, 
to be supplied by the Superintendent, and may be sent by a pupil, 
but the third shall be served by the teacher personally. Each 
notice shall be noted opposite the pupil's name in the register, by 
the letter ^N" in the proper column of the day. 

172. Upon the return of the pupil, after any absence, the pa- 
rent or guardian shall give, in person or in writing, an excuse, 
stating the cause. If it shall have been the sickness of the pupil, or 
necessary attendance upon a sick member of the family j or death in the 
family of the pupil — in either of such cases the absence shall be excused, 
and so noted by the letter E after the sign of notification made 
as above. 

173. In every case of absence of a pupil for more than three half 
days in four consecutive weeks, without satisfactory excuse to the teacher, 
for any other cause than those permitted above, the absentee shall, vrithout 
ectception Or favor, be suspended from the school, and the facts im- 
mediately reported to the Trustees of the District, or their Chair- 
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man, and shall not be re-admitted until the beginning of the next 
quarter, unless hy a written order of the majority of said Trustees^ filed 
'with the Principal of the school, 

174. Pupils shall be excused for absence not exceeding one-half 
day or two quarter days each week, for the purpose of taking 
lessons in such branches of education as their parents or guard- 
ians may desire, provided arrangements for the same be person- 
ally made by the parent or guardian with the Principal of the 
school. 

EXAMINATIONS — PUPILS. 

175. In the Common Schools the regular examinations shall be 
conducted in such manner as the Committee on Examinations 
may direct. 

176. The general examination for transfer shall take place in 
the last month of the school year, but no pupil shall be advanced 
unless proficient in the studies of his or her grade, which shall be 
determined by the Principal of the school, according to the re- 
quired standard as fixed by the Board from year to year. If at 
any time it may be necessary to transfer classes^ it may be done as 
above, by giving previous written notice to the Superintendent. 

' 177. In music there shall be four examinations in each school 
year, as follows: At the expiration of the first and third quar- 
ters, written examinations by the respective teachers of music, the 
questions prepared by the music teachers to bo submitted to the 
Committee on Music for their approval. At the expiration of the 
second and fourth quarters, oral and written examinations com- 
tined, under the immediate supervision of the Committee on Music. 

178. In penmanship, semi-annual examinations shall be had in 
a,ll the grades, the same as in other studies, by the Superinten- 
dent. 

HOUKS OF TUITION AND KECITATION. 

179. The hours of tuition and study, from the opening of the 
Bchools in September to the first day of April following, shall be 
from 9 o'clock A. M. to 12 o'clock M. with 15 minutes recess, and 
from IJ to 4^ o'clock P. M. with 15 minutes recess ; and for the 
remainder of the year, from 9 o'clock A. M. to 12 o'clock M. and 
from 2 to 5 o'clock P. M. with 15 minutes recess each. 
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180. For the better guarding of the health of the pupils of 
grades D, E, and F, from injury, by too long confinement in their 
school rooms, there shall be allowed to the pupils of these grades, 
at the close of every recitation, the space of five minutes for cal- 
isthenic exercise in the room, during which time the room shall 
be well ventilated, and the recitations shall be shortened for this 
purpose. 

TEXT BOOKS. 

181. The books used and the studies pursued in all the Common 
Schools shall be such, and such only, as are authorized by the 
Board, and no pupil will be suffered to continue in school unless 
furnished with the required books and stationery, except by per- 
mission of the Local Trustees. 

182. Thirty-six copies of every book, atlas, or other production, 
and six copies of every extended map, sought, by any author, 
publisher, or agent, to be introduced into the Common Schools, 
must be donated to the Board, before the same shall be referred 
to the Text Book Committee, and all such presentations shall lie 
on the table one month, for examination, before the final action 
of the Board. 

183. Whenever any new text book is adopted by the Board, to 
the exclusion of another, already in use, it shall be obligatory on 
the publisher or his agent to exchange the former, for the period 
of two months, without cost to those pupils who have been pro- 
vided with the latter, and it shall be the duty of the Principals 
to see that this condition is fulfilled. 

GEKMAN DEPARTMENT. 

184. Whenever one hundred pupils in the Intermediate Schools 
signify their wish to receive instruction in the German language, 
a German Department shall be opened for the same. 

185. In all Districts where instruction in the German language 
is given, the pupils being divided into grades in the English de- 
partment, the following division and course of study shall be 
pursued : 

186. In Grades A and B, all pupils whose parents or guardians 
desire them to study German, shall attend the teacher of German 
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for that department thuee-fourths of an hour, each day, which 
time may he so divided as to suit the classification, for the pur- 
pose of reciting their lessons. 

187. In Grades C, D, E, and F, all pupils whose parents or 
guardians desire them to study German, shall, without separating 
or distinguishing between those of German or American parent- 
age, be placed alike under the tuition of a German, in conjunc- 
tion with a teacher of English, of the same grades, one-half day 
each — ^pupils or teachers changing rooms or positions as the Prin- 
cipal may direct. 

188. All instructors of German in the District Schools shall 
give instruction in German only, except in translating. 



PENMANSHIP. 

189. Penmanship shall be taught in all the grades of the District 
and Intermediate Schools, by each teacher in his or her own room, 
and not less than two set lessons per week shall be given in this 
branch, in addition to the dictation lessons and the incidental in- 
struction given while reciting in other branches ; Provided^ That 
in any District employing ten or more teachers, the Trustees may 
assign Penmanship to one of the regularly appointed teachers, 
and the teacher so assigned shall teach this branch in all the 
grades of that District. In such case, the number of teachers in 
that District shall remain the same as if no such assignment was 
made ; and it shall be the duty of each teacher to be present in 
his or her own room, during the instruction of the teacher of 
Penmanship, to aid said teacher as far as possible, and at all times, 
to enforce the observance of the instructions so given. 

190. One dictation lesson o^ fifteen minutes shall be given each 
week in every District and Intermediate School by the teacher of 
penmanship, or by the teacher of each room respectively. 

191. The percentage in Writing shall be observed by a system 
of marking, to be predicated, not only on the goodness of the 
form of the letters, but also on the general correctness as to the 
use of capital letters, the cleanliness of the books, proper division 
of words, punctuation, and general correctness of appearance; 
and said percentage shall be counted with the other studies as a 
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means of advance to the higher grades, .both in the District and 
Intermediate Schools. 

GYMNASTICS. 

192. The teachers in each room of the Intermediate and Dis- 
trict Schools shall give a lesson, every session of their school, in 
gymnastics or calisthenics, of not less than five nor more than 
ten minutes — the time of the lesson to he fixed by the programme 
of the Principal in each house. 

193. It shall be the duty of each teacher to be present and as 
sist the teacher of gymnastics in his regular instructions. 

194. Eings and dumb bells shall be used in the Intermediate 
Schools, in both grades, and in Grade A in the District Schools. 

195. Pupils who from disease or physical defect do not desire 
to take part in any of the gymnastic exercises in the Common 
Schools, shall be excused therefrom, upon presenting to the Prin- 
cipal of the school a certificate to said effect from a physician. 

HOLIDAYS AND VACATIONS. 

196. The holidays shall be every Saturday, Christmas to New 
Year's day, inclusive, twenty-second day of February, and all 
Thanksgiving and Fast Days authorized by the State and General 
Government. 

197. The annual vacation shall be from the last Friday in June 
to the first Monday in September, with the exception of one week 
devoted to Teachers' Normal Institute. 

198. No school shall be dismissed on any other day, except by 
special permission of the Board. 

199. Local Trustees shall have authority to dismiss their re- 
spective schools, or any portion of the same, upon the death of 
either a Trustee or teacher of said schools, for the purpose of at- 
tending the funeral ceremonies. 



USE OF SCHOOL HOUSES. 

200. No building owned and occupied by the Common Schools 
shall be used, leased or rented for any other purpose whatever. 
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PUBLIC SHOWS. 

201. Proprietors or agents of Public exhibitions, desiring the 
attendance of pupils from the Common Schools, are prohibited 
£*om causing said exhibitions to be published in the schools, 
^thout consent of the Board. 

203. No notices of exhibitions or other entertainments, or of 
"books or articles for sale, or of any matter not pertaining to the 
schools, shall be given in any school without permission of the 
Soard. 

VENTILATION. 

' 203. Teachers are required, for the preservation of the health 
of themselves and pupils, to give particular attention to the ven- 
tilating and warming of their rooms, and always to ventilate, 
except in summer, by lowering the upper sash of the windows, 
and on no account to suffer the children to sit in draughts of cold 
air ; and, as a general rule, to cause all the windows to be opened 
for the free admission of air at recess, and at no time to raise 
the temperature of the rooms higher than 65 degrees Fahrenheit. 

CONCLUSION. 

204. These shall be the only Eegulations of the Schools, and 
ahall remain in force until duly amended, repealed or suspended.

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COURSE OF STUDY AND TEXT BOORS 



INTEEMEDIATE AND DISTEICT SCHOOLS 



The Classification and Course of Study shall be equal and uniform through- 
out the schools, and for that purpose every District School shall be divided into 
six- Grades, to be designated by the letters A, B, C, D, E^ and P ; and ilke In- 
termediate Schools into two Grades, to be designated by the letters A and B. 

The Grades are arranged to correspond to the first seven years of school 
attendance. 

Each Grade, male and female, may be divided into as many sections as the 
number of pupils in the Grade shall warrant. The sections in each, from the 
highest to- the lowest, shall be divided and numbered according to the pro- 
ficiency of the pupils of the Grade. No teacher in any of the regularly organ- 
ized schools shall have more than two sections under his or her charge, to in- 
struct in all their studies, unless^ the school is so small it cannot be otherwise 
arranged. 

It shall be the duty of the Superintendent, with the co-operation of the 
Principals of the schools, to enforce the following classification uniformly. The 
grading, course of study and text books prescribed shall be strictly adhered to^ 
and no other studies or text books shall be introduced, nor shall Any pupil be 
required to provide or be permitted to use any other books than those hereis 
specified. 

The course of instruction in those subjects, the outline of which is not fixed 
by author iized text books, shall be defined by a syllabus, to be prescribed by 
the Superintendent, with the advice of the Committe on Course of Study. 

The opening exercises in every department shall commence by reading a 
portion of the Bible, by or under direction of the teacher, and appropriate 
singing by the pupils. 

The pupils of the Common Schools may read such portion of the Sacred 
Scriptures as their parents or guardians may prefer, provided that such prefer- 
ence of any version, except the one now in use, be communicated by the parents 
or guardians to the Principal Teachers, and that no notes or marginal readings 
be read in the schools, or comments made by the teachers on the text of any 
version that is or may be introduced. 

The several Grades above named shall pursue the course of study and use 
the text books prescribed, as follows-: 
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INTEEMEDIATE ' SCHOOLS. 



Intermediate Schools shall be composed of pupils received, upon examina- 
tion, from Grade A of the District Schools, and no pupil shall be admitted or 
transferred into such Schools unless he or she be proficient in the course of 
studies prescribed for the District Schools. The Principal of each school shall 
keep a record of all the pupils examined by him, in each study, with the results 
of the examination in a separate book, provided for that purpose by the Board. 

Principals of the Intermediate Schools have discretionary power to omit one 
branch from the course of study prescribed for said Schools, or so to modify the 
same as to adapt it to the lower class of pupils in Grade B. 



Reading, embracing Spelling, Defining, Vocal Culture, Declamation, and 
Analysis of Words; Object Lessons; Mental and Written Arithmetic; Geog- 
raphy; English Grammar, with exercises in the use of Language; United 
States History ; Drawing ; Penmanship and Composition ; Music and Penman- 
ship under the Teachers of these branches ; German, if desired by parents or 
guardians. 

BOOKS. 

McGuffey's Sixth Reader and Spelling Book ; Ray's Second and Third Arith- 
metics; *Lilienthars Manual; Young Singer, Part II; Young Singer's Man- 
ual; t Pinneo's Analytical Grammar; Guyot's Common School Geography 
and Wall Maps; Goodrich's Pictorial History of the United States; and 
Wurst's German Grammar. 

CONDITIONS OF TRANSFER. 

Pupils passing to Grade A must pass an examination in Spelling, in Orthog- 
raphy and Etymology, in Grammar, on the History of the United States to the 
opening of the Revolutionary War, on Geography completed, on Mental Arith- 
metic to Section 25, and to Percentage in Written Arithmetic.. 

STUDIES. 

Reading, including Spelling, Definitions, Analysis of Words, Vocal Culture 
and Declamation ; Object Lessons ; Mental Arithmetic, completed, and re- 
viewed ; Written Arithmetic, completed and reviewed ; Geography, reviewed 
in weekly exercises; United States History; Drawing; Penmanship; Music 
and Composition ; German, if desired by parents or guardians. 

* Chapters V.,VI. and VII. of Lilienthal's Manual are prescribed for the Intermediate Schools, 
t Teachers in Intermediate Schools are allowed the use of *' Murray's Exercises," to accom- 
pany the authorized text books on the subject of Grammar.

Teachers of Drawing to teach one-half day at each of the schools — the 
teachers in said schools to superintend the alternate lesson, which shall be a 
practice lesson only. [Adopted October 10th, 1865.] 

Authority was given to use Bartholomew's Cards in connection with the 
Drawing Books — the Books and Cards to be used under the direction of the 
Committee on Drawing. [Adopted April 10th, 1865.]

District Schools, 

Daily instruction in Vocal Music shall be given to the pupils in Grades C, 
D, E and F, by such teachers as the Principal and Music Teacher of the sev- 
eral schools may select, said instruction to be given under the supervision of 
the Music Teacher of the District, and to occupy twenty minutes. 

Music shall be taught hy four Music Masters, in connection with the regular 
teachers of the schools, under the direction of the Music Masters ; and for the 
proper preparation of the regular teachers to impart instruction in the subject 
of Music, it shall be the duty of the Music Masters to call said teachers to- 
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gether for at least fifteen minutes each week, during the session of the schools, 
at such times and in such numbers as they may deem advisable, subject to the 
approval of the Music Committee, for the purpose of giving them the necessary 
instruction. Provided, however, that teachers shall not be called together to 
receive instruction in Music during recitation hours. 

Resolved^ That Mason's Music Charts be used in connection with the present 
text book in Music in the Grades of the District Schools in which they are not 
already prescribed. [Adopted December 6th, 1864.] 

Intermediate Schools. 

Pupils in Grade B shall be taught rhythm, including syncopation ; also to 
sing by modulation, from any given key to those nearest related. They shall 
also carefully review the course of study in Music of the District Schools. 

Pupils in Grade A shall be taught to compare the major and minor scales in 
the various keys, and to sing the same. They shall also be taught the usual 
classification of voices, and to read, at sight, common church music. 

The proper training of the voice, and the practice of Music adapted to the 
course of study, shall bo maintained from the commencement to the completion 
of the course.

Grade F. — Pupils in this grade shall be taught to speak in correct language 
about things in and around the school house, dwelling house, street and garden, 
and about the domestic animals, with proper regard to the different topics in 
the first two chapters in Lilienthal's Manual ; they shall be told a number of 
short and pleasing stories about persons and animals, such as have an instruc- 
tive and moral tendency, and shall repeat and memorize the substance thereof. 

Grades E & D. — They shall be taught to answer in correct language any 
question in the first two chapters of Lilienthal's Manual, that can be based

Object Lessons are connected with compo- 
sition writing, and will be found under that head.

Grade F. — They shall be taught by sound, by letter, and at dictation, easy 
words and sentences, excluding words with silent letters. 

Grades E & D. — They shall be taught to spell any word, and to write at 
dictation any sentence in their Reader, and to use correctly the capitals, the 
period and interrogation points. A gradual progress from easy to more diffi- 
cult words shall be observed, and the moat important rules about the use of 
silent letters in long and short syllables shall be given. 

Grades C, B, & A. — They shall review the rules about the use of silent 
letters, and they shall be taught to spell any word, and to write at dictation any 
sentence in their Reading and Object Lessons, Compositions, and Translations, 
and to spell such words as arc alike or similar in sound, but difibrent in orthoo-- 
rapby and signification.

Grades E «& F. — They shall be taught to write in a neat and legible hand, 
on their slates, the letters and any of the words which they are required to 
spell. The four higher grades shall be taught to write, with pen and ink, all 
the small letters and capitals, and to combine them into words and sentences. 
The teachers shall rule the slates, and teach to write the letters according to 
the adopted system.

Grade E. — They shall be taught to distinguish the Nouns and their gender, 
the Adjectives and Verbs in their Reading and Speaking Exorcises; to use cor-

EEGULATIOT^S. 



The Board consists of seven members, four of whom constitute a quorum at 
any regular and called meetings. 

The regular meetings are held at the Office of Public Schools, City Build- 
ings, on Eighth street, between Plum and Central Avenue, on the second 
Thursday of each month, except July and August, at two o'clock P. M. Extra 
meetings may be called by any three members of the Board, who, in signing 
the call for such meeting, are understood as pledging themselves to attend it. 

The Board grants two grades of Certificates, denominated, respectively, Male 
Principal's Certificate and Female Assistant's Certificate. 

Candidates for a Male Principal's Certificate are examined in Spelling and 
Definitions, Reading, English Grammar, Geography, American History, Men- 
tal Arithmetic, Written Arithmetic, Algebra, Theory and Practice of Teach- 
ing, Natural Philosophy, Constitution of the United States, Ancient and Mod- 
ern History, Anatomy and Physiology, Chemistry, Astronomy, Geometry, 
English Literature and Penmanship. 

Candidates for a Female Assistant's Certificate are examined in Spelling and 
Definitions, Reading, English Grammar, Geography, American History, Men- 
tal Arithmetic, Written Arithmetic, English Literature, Theory and Practice 
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of Teaching, Katural Philosophy, Constitution of the United States, Anatomy 
and Physiology, Penmanship and Ancient and Modern History. 

Candidates for positions in the High Schools will he examined in Chemistry 
and Astronomy, in addition to the ahove list. 

The number opposite to each branch, in the column on the right of the list of 
studies 01 the certificate issued, measures the result of the examination, ten 
being the maximum. Less than seven, in either English Grammar, Geography, 
Mental Arithmetic, or Written Arithmetic, is a failure. Certificates are valid 
as follows : For an average of seventy per cent, of correct answers, one year ; 
eighty per cent., three years ; ninety per cent., five years. 

A record of the character of the examination of each individual is preserved 
in a volume for the use of the Board of Trustees and Visitors. 

Candidates who have not taught in the Common Schools of Cincinnati, must 
leave with the Clerk of the Board, at least three days before the monthly meet- 
ing, a certificate of good moral character, together with a declaration that they 
are eighteen years of age, (or seventeen, if graduates from the High Schools, 
or with similar attainments,) and that they design to teach in the Public 
Schools of Cincinnati, if found qualified. Candidates are requested to leave 
their address, and a statement of any experience they may have had in teaching. 

All candidates engaged as teachers in the City Schools shall give at least one 
week's notice of their intention to be re-examined. 

Candidates shall be examined in the absence of all spectators, save the Trus- 
tees jind Visitors of Public Schools. 

Candidates shall not be examined who are not present, punctually, at the 
appointed hour. None shall be admitted to a second examination, or have a 
certificate already granted, improved, till after the expiration of six months. 

Communications to the Board must be left with the Clerk, at the Oflice of 
Public Schools, City Buildings, Eighth street, between Plum and Central Av- 
enue, between the hours of 9 A. M. and 12 M., and between the hours of 1 and 
4 P. M. 

No certificate shall be issued without an average of seventy per cent, of the 
full number of marks. 

The Board will grant no certificate to any candidate who entirely fails in 
any branch of study in which ati examination is required by the Board. 

All candidates for renewal of certificate shall be required to be examined 
only in the following branches, unless otherwise desired, viz: Spelling and 
Definition^, Beading, Penmanship, Theory and Practice of Teaching, Mental 
Arithmetic, Written Arithmetic, Geography, Grammar, and United States 
History.

All German teachers who have been employed in our schools for three years 
or more, shall be examined in English Grammar, Reading, Spelling, and Defi- 
nitions.

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EULES OF THE SCHOOL BOAED 



BELATING TO THE 



PUBLIC LIBRARY. 



1. For the purpose of increasing and maintaining the Public Library, the 
School Board is authorized annually to levy a tax, not to exceed one-tenth 
(1-10) of one mill on the dollar valuation of the taxable property of the City 
of Cincinnati, to be estimated and reported to the Board by the Committee on 
Funds and Taxes, at the same time that they may report the estimate for 
school purposes ; and such special tax shall be assessed and collected in the 
same manner as other school taxes. 

2. The amount of said tax, when collected, shall be expended, under direc- 
tion of the School Board, for the purchase of such books as are suitable for 
public school libraries, the bill for which, with attendant expenses, shall be 
certified to by the President and Clerk, and paid by the City Treasurer. 

3. The School Board shall have power to make all needful rules and regula- 
tions foi* the management of the Library, and such Library shall be accessible 
to all residents of the City of Cincinnati, over sixteen years of age, subject to 
the rules and regulations adopted for its control and preservation ; and persons 
not residents of Cincinnati may have access to the same by special action of 
the Board of Managers, and a compliance with the rules and regulations above 
referred to. 

4. The Public Library shall be under the direction of a Board of Managers 
who shall be chosen as follows : The School Board shall, on its organization 
in July, 1867, elect by ballot two persons to serve for the term of three years; 
two persons to serve for the term of two years ; two persons to serve for the 
term of one year ; and annually thereafter, at the same time, two persons to 
serve for the term of three years. All vacancies in the positions above desig- 
nated to be filled by ballot by said School Board ; the persons so elected to* 
serve during the unexpired term of their predecessors, and until their succes- 
sors are elected. The President of the School Board shall also be a mwnber of 
said Board of Managers, ex-officio^ and the Board of Managers so constituted, 
shall at all times be amenable to, and under the control of the School Board, 
both as to their authority and tenure of office, and shall serve without compen- 
sation. 

5. On the' Thursday succeeding the election, annually, the Board of Mana- 

13 
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gers shall assemble, at the call of the Clerk of the School Board, and organize, 
by electing a Chairman, Treasurer and Secretary. 

6. Such Board of Managers shall have the general control of such Library, 
subject to the will of the School Board, and it shall be their duty to enforce 
the rules and regulations adopted for the use, preservation, and management 
of the same, and they shall act with a view to the enlargement, utility, and 
permanence of such interest. They shall also cause such Library to be closed 
and carefully examined and counted during the month of June each year, and 
they shall report its condition to the School Board at its last meeting in June 
annually, which report may be submitted in printed form. 

7. The Board of Managers shall also submit to the School Board, at the last 
' regular meeting for the school year, the namfis of suitable persons to be elected 

as Librarian and Assistant Librarians for the ensuing year. The Librarian 
shall perform his duties under and by the direction of the Board of Managers, 
or as the School Board may direct. The Assistant Librarians shall be under 
the direction and control of the Librarian. 

8. The School Board shall make an annual allowance of $2,500 for the sala- 
ries of Librarian and Assistant Librarians, the same to be distributed by the 
Board of Managers at the commencement of the year, and paid in installments 
on the regdlar bill days of the School Board. 

9. Such Board of Managers shall also keep an accurate account of all receipts 
and expenditures on account of the Library, and present an abstract of the 
same to the School Board, on a regular bill night, once a quarter. 

10. All donations or other receipts for the benefit of the Library, shall be 
paid into the city treasury to be held as a special library fund, out of which all 
appropriations for the Library shall be paid ; provided, that donations for spec- 
ial objects connected with the Library shall be subject to appropriation by the 
Board of Managers in accordance with the condition of the donation, without 
action by the School Board. 

11. The School Board may appropriate from time to time a sum not to ex- 
ceed, with the imexpended balance of the preceding appropriation, the sum of 
$500, which the Board of Managers may expend without further action of the 
School Board- 
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BY-LAWS OF BOAED OF MAKAGEES

PUBLIC LIBRARY. 



1. The regular meeting of the Board of Managers shall take place at the 
Library Booms at 2 P. M. on the third Monday of every month. A majority 
of the members shall constitute a quorum. 

2. The Chairman, or any two members, shall have power to call a meeting 
of the Board, and it shall be the duty of the Secretary to notify each member 
of all regular and called meetings. 

3. The officers of the Board shall be a Chairman, Secretary, Treasurer, and 
Corresponding Secretary. They shall be elected by ballot annually on the or- 
ganization of the Board, and they shall perform the duties usually assumed by 
such officers, unless otherwise specially provided.. It shall be the duty of the 
Treasurer, in person or by the Librarian, to preserve an accurate account of all 
receipts and expenditures, and shall present a monthly report of the same. He 
shall also keep an account of all appropriations by the School Board for the 
use of the Library. 

4. At the first regular meeting of the Board, subsequent to its organization, 
the Chairman shall appoint the following Standing Committees, each of which 
shall consist of at least two members, to wit : A Committee on Building ; a 
Committee on Finance; a Committee on Library; a Committee on Reading 
Room ; a Committee on Public Meetings. 

5. The Committee on Building shall provide the Library with suitable ac- 
commodations in a convenient and desirable localitj, and they shall have su- 
pervision over such premises and take charge of all repairs, extensions, im- 
provements, and the internal arrangement of the several apartments. 

6. The Committee on Finance shall have charge of the general financial 
concerns of the Library, and they shall investigate all accounts and claims 
presented against the Library and approve the same before presentation to the 
School Board for payment, and shall see that all appropriations necessary to 
carry on the Library be asked of the School Board. 

7. The Committee on Library shall have the management and control of the 
Library, under the direction of the Board of Managers, and they shall prepare 
and recommend all proper regulations for the good government and systematic 
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arrangement of the Library ; shall prepare, or cause to be prepared, lists of 
books suitable for the Library, and also inspect such as may be recommended, 
and when the same shall be approved by the Board, superintend their purchase 
for the Library. The Committee shall present to the Board the names of suit- 
able persons as Librarians ; shall attend to the binding of books and periodi- 
cals, and shall make frequent examinations of the Library, reporting to the 
Board its condition and needs ; and at each regular meeting shall designate 
one member of the Board of Managers whose duty it shall be to visit and in- 
spect the Library frequently, during the ensuing month, and report to the Li- 
brary Committee any matters requiring their immediate attention. 

8. The Committee on Reading Room shall be charged with the supervision, 
arrangement, and condition of this department of the Library; shall order 
and keep on file for convenient use all newspapers, periodicals, and pamphlets 
desirable therein ; and shall recommend to the Board the binding of as many 
of these as they may think recommendable. 

9. The Committee on Public Meetings shall, as far as practicable, advance 
the interests of the Library and the cause of public education by securing each 
year a 8ui£able course of lectures ; shall arrange a programme for all public 
and anniversary meetings ; shall provide accommodations for these purposes, 
and adopt such means to secure a literary culture in the community as they 
may deem fit and proper. 

10. None of the foregoing Committees, except the Committee on Library, 
shall have power to enter into any contract, incur any expense, or bind the 
Board of Managers by any agreement, without the concurrence of such Board. 
All accounts contracted by Committees shall be filed with the Librarian, and 
no indebtedness shall accrue till such claims shall have been so filed. 

11. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Board, after each meeting, 
to transmit to the respective Chairmen of the Committees from whom action 
is required,, any resolution, instruction or business which may be referred to 
the same. 

12. Each of the above Committees shall report, by resolution, to the Board 
of Managers at regular meetings; and the resolution so proposed shall be 
copied by the Secretary in a volume under the name of the Committee so 
reporting, and indexed for convenient reference. 

13. In order to take advantage of the sale of private libraries at auction 
and to provide such works as it is believed are immediately demanded in the 
Library (application having previously been made for the same), the Commit- 
tee on Library are empowered to purchase books, within a limit of $100, be- 
tween any two monthly meetings of the Board, presenting at each monthly 
meeting a report of such purchases. 

14. All lists of books shall be presented by the Committee on Library to each 
member of the Board, who shall inspect the same within two days succeeding, 
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during which time he may strike from the list any work considered by him ob- 
jectionable ; and such lists, after having been thus presented to all members of 
the Board, shall be considered approved, excepting such works as may be 
marked and objected to ; and a list of the books thus objected to shall be sub- 
mitted to the next monthly meeting pf the Board, for approval or rejection. 

15. The following shall be the Order of Business pursued at the Regular 
Meetings of the Board, viz. : 1. Reading of the minutes of the previous meet- 
ing. 2. Unfinished business. 3. Reports of committees. 4. Miscellaneous 
business. 

16. In the absence of any special rule, "Cushing's Manual" shall be con- 
sidered authority on all questions of parliamentary law.
